AS HER LOVE MATE 


“I Shall Always Love Him, 
and He Loves Me,” Mrs. 
J. W. Deane, 22 Years Old, 

-Tells Arresting Officers. 


HIS WIFE NOW BLAMED 


BY HUSBAND AND WIDOW: 


Detectives Claim Rev. J. W. 
Foster, Former Waco Min- 
ister, Was Also Known 
Here as J. W. Deane. 


A sensational drama in which a 
pretty young member of his flock is al- 
leged to have become the affinity of 
Nev. J. W. Foster, former pastor of the 
Second Baptist church in Waco, Texas, 
came to a climax in police headquarters 
last night when Mrs. J. W. Deane 
sobbed her undying love for the min- 
ister who was also imprisoned. 

“! shall always love him,” she cried, 
“always, and he loves me. We were 
meant for each other and for each other 
we shall forever be. I would defy every- 
thing for him—convention, pride, all!” 

She and Rev. Mr. Foster were arrest- 
ed by detectives late Saturday after- 
noon at her home; 62 Walker street, 
where the minister is said by the police 
to have spent most of his time in a dual 
role that vies with the famous Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. Both were car- 
ried to police headquarters, where they 
remained the early part of the night, 
later making bond of $300 each for ap- 
pearance in court Monday morning. 

Separated From Husband. 
Mr. Foster is a middle-aged man, ap- 


parently 46 vears, with a wife and seven 


children, Their residence is 586 Gordon 
street, where they have resided for two 
years or more. Mrs. Deane is separated 
from her husband, who, she states, is 
obtaining a divorce. 

A little less than four years ago, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Deane’s story told toa 
Constitution reporter, she lived in Wa- 
co, Texas. She and her husband were 
members of the Second Baptist church 
of that city, of whieh .the. Rev. Mr. 
Foster was pastor. .She became ac- 
quainted with him through her church. 
mission work and the association. rip- 
ened into friendship. 

Soon scandal hegan to circulate 
through church circles, promoted, both 
the min arid affinity say, by the 
wife, who, as they each expressed it, 


“talked terribly” of her husband. Stiort- | 


ly afterwards Rev: Mr. Foster resign- 
ed the pastOrate and left the ministry. 
To the reporter he laid the blame on 
his wife. He came to Georgia, where 
he had been reared, taking up residence 
in Atlanta. 

Frequent Visitor at Home. 

He is in the real estate business and 
is said to be prosperous. Shortly after 
his departure from the west, Mrs. Deane 
removed to Atlanta. She had become 
separated from her husband, it was 
said, in Texas. She and the minister, 
the police say, renewed their relations, 
and he became a frequent visitor at the 
widow's home on Walker street, a pretty 
place with spacious lawn and bunga- 
low. 

Mrs. Deane admitted their relations 
to the reporter. Rev. Foster, however, 
dismissed a question or tnis kind with 
the answer: 

“Please don’t insist on an answer to 
a question which would incriminate 
me!”’ 

The minister, while playing his dual 
role at the home of the pretty widow— 
she is only twenty-two—adopted: the 
name of “Deane,” and was known there 
as “J. W. Deane,” the police say. In 
answer to this, he told the reporter last 
night that, although his name wasn't 
exactly changed, many people knew 
him by the name of “Deane.” 

When Detective Gillespie and B. B. 
Posey; patrolman attached to the ju- 
venile court, went to make the arrests 
they found Foster 
at the home of his alleged “affinity.” 
She went into hysterics upon reaching 
police headquarters, and, at the station 
sergeant’'s desk screamed wildly, tears 
flooding her cheeks. She regained com- 
posure, however, but there were the 
marks of tears over her features when 
she was seen by the reporter. 

Husband Seeking Divorce. 

“My husband is seeking a divorce, 
and Dr. Foster tells me he will get 
one,” she said. “It is our fntention to 
Marry and thereby avoid a scandal. We 
were meant for each other, and noth- 
ing can deter us.” She grew agitated 
as she talked, and the reporter’s visit 
was cut short on this account. 

“Wy wife isthe cause ofall this,” said 
the minister in his cell. “She made life 
unbearable for me, and, when she final- 
ly cast me from her, she could expect 
nothing else from me. I have done 
nothing so sinful that I am ashamed to 
make a full and frank statement, which 
I will do in the course of time.” 

He assured the reporter that he 
would, in time, make a complete ex- 
planation of his relations with the 
widowed member of his former congre- 
gation. This will not be done, how- 
ever, until the trial. 

Both Mars. Deane and Rev. Foster 
have engaged counsel, and will fight 
the charges Of disorderly conduct 
strenuously. The arrests was the out- 
come of an investigation made by 
Patrolman Posey into the record of one 
of Foster’s young boys who had been 
arraigned before the juvenile courts. 
Hearing reports of the minister’s rela- 
tions with the woman, he made in- 
quiries which led up to action by 
the detectives.

At 11 o'clock Monday morning the 
Georgia Reserve association, which was 
established under the Aldrich bill, will 
meet in the chamber of commerce quar- 
ters. This will be the annual meeting 
of the association.

It is expected that at Monday’s gath- 
ering of bankers the enthusiasm for 
Atlanta as the southeastern regional 
reserve center will be materialiy in- 
creased. 

The Atlanta joint committee is ad- 
vancing the following circular letter 
to show Atlanta’s claim to the bank: 

In order to secure a regional bank for the 
southeastern states, it is necessary to select 
the city from which such bank can best 
serve that territory. Concentration on such 
a city will undoubtedly! win, but if the in- 
fluence of the southeast is divided between 
a number of cities it will make it that much 
more difficult to secure the location of a 
bank in this region. 

Inasmuch as only one regional bank will 
be located in the southeast, the only safe 
course to pursue is for the southeatern 
states to concentrate on Atlanta, the lead- 
ing city, which is beyond question better 
equipped for this work than any other city 
within the same territory. 

Atlanta is the nearest city by average dis- 
tance to all the territory between Virginia 
and the Mississippi river. 

Within that territory a regional bank at 
Atlanta can reach more people, more pro- 
ducts of the farm and factory, more busi- 
ness, more banks and more banking capi- 
tal, between the close of banks one day and 
tneir opening next morning, than it could 
if located in any other city. 

This city is the financial center, the in- 
surance center, the official railway head- 
quarters, telegraph and tlephone head- 
quarters, and headquarters for more manu- 
facturers’ agents than any other city in 
the south. It business equipment is by far 
the best, as evidenced by its massive groups 
of office buildings, the like of which is not 
seen anywhere else in the south. 

Atlanta’s rapid growth is indicated by the 
following facts: 

Atlanta’s population increased from 83,- 
$32 to 154,839 in ten years, and is now 190,- 
000. 

Its bank clearings grew from $60,753,911 
in 1893 to $725,604,192.65 in 1913. These 
are by far the largest in the territory, as 
shown by the following statistics for 1913 
furnished by The New fork Financial 
Chronicle:

“The city’s pres- 
ent income is passed up for main- 
tenance of departments already. The

Mr. Amorous’ Opinion. 


His comment is as follows: 

“An issue this year of $5,000,000 bonds 
for thirty years means that the city will 
have to pay annually, beginning this year, 
225,000 interest and $166,000 on the princi- 
pal, or nearly $400,000 each year for thirty 
years, or a total of nearly $12,000,000— 
Where is this $400,000 to come from this 
year? The city’s present income is passed 
up for the maintenance of the departments 
already. The state law requires the collec- 
tion from taxpayers each year of this 
$400,000. 

“There are two ways for the council to 
get this money—increase assessments on 
real estate $35,000,000 or raise the tax rate 
to 1% per cent. If the $5,000,000 of bonds 
are issued they will be obliged to do one 
or the other of these two, to comply with 
the law. In my business career I have had 
to meet similar problems and there is al- 
ways some otner way to solve them.

Chief Lanford’s Theory 
Of Friday’s Train Robbery 


That more passengers were not vic- 
timized at Vinings Friday night was 
the result of a partial failure of the 
plans of a gang of bandits, is the opin- 
ion of Chief Lanford, of the detective 
bureau, who told a Constitution report- 
er last night that he feared the lone 
highwayman was safely on the way 
north with his loot. 

“I do not believe this man Nolan 
boarded the train,” said the detective 
chief. “I’m inclined to believe that 
there were three or more of the ‘mob’ 
and that original plans were for the en- 
tire gang to climb aboard the rear plat- 
form of the looted Pullman at Vinings 
and invade the coach in a band. 

Nolan Not Alone. 

“No sane man, as Nolan seems to be, 
would attempt the job alone unless 
confronted with the absolute necessity 
going ahead in order to evade cap- 
My theory is that Nolan and his 
pals waited in the shadows of the sta- 
tion at Vinings and when the train 


came along, they were to climb it at 
Separate distances. 

“The robber was probably the first to 
get aboard. In some manner, the oth- 
ers of his band failed to cling to the 
running cars. Thinking he was enforc- 
ed by his pals, the man who performed 
the job awaited his chance and slipped 
into the car. 


Fellows Missed Train. 


“He was probably not aware at first 
that his fellow-bandits had missed the 
train. Then came the realization that he 
would have to go the undertaking alone 
—and did. Had the others of the gang 
climbed aboard, but few passengers in 
the entire train would have escaped. 

“Nolan was caught because he and 
his pal were proceeding toward Bolton 
in the hope of overtaking the robber 
who had done the ‘stick-up’ alone. One 
man was searching one side of the track 
and his partner the other. That is 
why Nolan was aepreeneee- The other 
man, across the tracks, escaped.

Supervision of Railroad Securities, 


The supervision of the issuance of 
railroad securities is to be recom- 
mended by the administration in the 
belief that railroad capitalization and 
the issuance of stocks and securities 
is closely involved with increases or 
decreases in rates, and that, through 
the interstate commerce commission 
the public would be safeguarded. Close 
scrutiny of bills aimed to cover this 
point is intended that the government 
may not be placed in the position of 
sponsor for stock issues.

Edward A. Shannon, the greatest 
doll in the world, paid Atlanta a visit 
last week and amused hundreds of 
Shoppers with his mechanical-doll an- 
tics in a local show window. 

Shannon is the “wax manakin with 
brains,” and he is the greatest of the 
four successful dolls in the world: the 
three being Fontanell, the Frenchman; 
Glossman, the French Hebrew, and Hill, 
the American. Shannon is forty-one 
years old, and the oldest of the quar- 
tette. He has the world’s record for 
holding his eyes open the longest with- 
out winking, which is sixteen minutes 
and one second. The record was won 
at a test in Kalamazoo, Mich., last sum- 
mer. 

Shannon has been a doll for sixteen 
years. His business—directly opposite 
to that of the stage actor—is to “make 
up” unnatural. Numerous specialists 
have told him if he Keeps up his busi- 
ness it will inevitably result In blind- 
ness, death or insanity.

“I am fearful lest the avowed policy 
of. the union to strike at the demo- 
Cratic party as a whole,” she said, 
“may have contributed to this most 
regrettable situation: It is the inten- 
tion of our. committee to remain en- 
tirely non-partisan and to support at 
primaries and elections national offi- 
cers who show a friendly disposition 
toward us, and never to oppose any 
candidate unless he has ignored a well- 
defined sentiment for suffrage among 
his constituents.” 

Mrs. Funck declared that under the 
caucus system four members of the 
rules committee had been able to de- 
yfeat the will of the whole committee, 
{ Assurances had been received, she add- 
ed, that a resolution would be sought 
by suffrage sympathizers who are mem- 
bers of the democratic house caucus. 

“We then will be able at least,” she 
said, “to put the blame where it be- 
longs.” 


After a Spirited Fight. 


After a long discussion the demo- 
cratic majority concluded that it was 
not time for creation of a separate 
committee on the subject. The action 
comes after a long campaign of the 
woman suffragists, in which the anti- 
suffrage organization made a spirited 
fight. 

Women from every part of the coun- 
try appeared at recent hearings, and 
later, led by Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
Visited President Wilson and urged 
him to ask congress in a message to 
create a suffrage committee. The 
president declined to do so, saying he 
had not authority to represent the 
democratic party in such a manner. 

The committee announced its action 
soon after a delegation from the Fels 
fund for single tax had called and 
urged creation of a separate commit- 
tee. 

The vote of the democratic majority, 
which must be submitted to the entire 
committee, was four to three. Chair- 
man Henry and Representative Pou, of 
North Carolina, and Representative 
Foster, of. Illinois, voted to create a 
suffrage committee; Representatives 
Hardwick, Georgia: Garrett, Tennessee; 
Goldfogle, New York, and Cantrill, 
Kentucky, voted against it. 

The entire rules committee will meet 
Tuesday, when a proposition may be 
made by one of the pro-suffragists, 
either on the democratic or republican 
side, to support the rule. 

Several western congressmen are 
talking of carrying the fight to the 
floor of the house and a democratic 
caucus to pass upon the question is a 
possibility.

al’s nephew, Bushrod Washington, in- 
herited the estate, consisting of the 
mansion and 400 acres. At his death it 
came into the hands of John A. Wash- 
ington, his nephew, who sold it in 
1858 to the Ladies’ Mount Vernon as- 
sociation, which has ever since held it 
in trust as a place of national interest 
—the greatest of all American shrines. 

This is the most sacred shrine in all 
America today. Here come thousands 
from all parts of America and even 
from abroad. There was never any- 
thing in America that surpassed Mount 
Vernon as an example of the old co- 
lonial architecture. There was never 
a handsomer site for a country home 
than that selected by Washington. A 
little down stream from the path lead- 
ing to the house is to be found the 
mausoleum. It is no imposing struc- 
ture. Artists may say harsh things 
about tt, but to the American visitor 
it is a thing to be reverenced. The 
baak end of the vault burrows into the 
hillside, while the front of it comes to 
the level of the path. Its portal is 
guarded by a high iron gate. The pil- 
grim approaches this gate, treading 
softly. He looks through its bars and 
into the sepulcher. He its surprised to 
know that the very caskets that hold 
the bodies of George and Martha 
Washington are there in the mouth of 
that tomb and may be seen from the 
outside. Here the remains of the first 
lady and gentleman of the land have 
rested since that October morning of 
1837, Here they will continue to rest 
through all the generations that are 
to come, for this shrine is a hallowed 
thing that may be defiled by no human 


hand.

Open rebellion in council Monday aft- 
ernoon when the 1914 finance sheet, 
carrying only $136,300 for special proj- 
ects, is offered, is threatened by mem- 
bers whose wards and projects were 
ignored in the final making up of the 
budget. 

Leaders in council and the alder- 
manic board are agreed on the ap- 
portionment of $16,000 to widen the 
“bottle neck” of Peachtree, and are sat- 
isfied to have West Peachtree and 
Spring streets paved and improved, but 
they are going to resist the sheet un- 
less a compromise can be brought about 
by which Grady hospital and other in- 
stitutions will be materially benefited. 


Hitch in Aldermanic Board. 


The sheet will pass council Monday 
afternoon, because the finance commit- 
tee is solid for it, but the hitch will 
come When it reaches the aldermanhic 
board. Judge John S. Candler, mayor 
pro tem., is chairman of the committee 
on hospitals and charities, and his pet 
project Was to get at least $50,000 for 
a nurses’ dormitory for the hospital. 

Judge Cander is the recognized lead- 
er in the aldermanic board. He does 
not like the sheet because the hospitals 
got but a little slice of the $4,759,000 
which the finance committee handed 
ut to the departments, and only shared 
to the extent of $6,500 for street im- 
provements in his ward. 

“It appears to be a very disappoint- 
ing sheet,’’ Judge Candler commented. 

Members of the committee who at- 
tempted to keep the sheet secret are 
somewhat digappointed, and are blam- 
ing each other for giving out the de- 
tails of the disbursement which have 
eppeetes in the papers from time to 

ime. 
mittee succeeded in keeping from the

@rv increases and decreages. 

In dealing with the departments in 
the matter of operating apportion- 
ments the commitee proceeded on the 
basis of last year’s sheet, which con- 
tained about $4,759,000 for depart- 
ments. After caring for the depart- 
ments the committee found there was 
a meager surplus of only $20,000. The 
amount was not sufficient to start 
some of the work, so the committee 
consulted with Mayor Woodward, and 
he consented to taking $135,000 from 
tax receipts to add to the sheet. Be- 
fore the committee adjourned Mayor 
Woodward agreed to make the sum 
yaaa to bring the total up to $156,-

FUNERAL OF LANKFORD 


DELAYED BY CORONER 


Official Wants a Strong Box 
That Belonged to the 
Dead Man. 


New York, January 17.—Efforts by 
the coroner to gain further informa- 
tion concernihg the death of Richard 
D. Lankford, vice president of the 
Southern railway, asphyxiated by gas 
last Thursday in his Brooklyn home, 
delays the departure today of the fu- 
neral party which accompanied the 
body to Princess Ann, Md., where it 
will be interred tomorrow. 

As the pallbearers were leaving the 
Lankford home at the close of the fu- 
neral services, the coroner interfered, 
ordered the coffin to be set down and 
demanded the prouuction of a strong 
box belonging to che railroad man, 
which he had been told contained pa- 
pers which throw light on the question 
as to whether Lankford had committed 
suicide. 

Not until promise had been given 
that the box would be turned over to 
him would the coroner consent to the 
removal of the body from his jurisdic- 
tion. He was told by friends of Lank- 
ford that it contained a letter to Miss 
Helen Patterson, of Brooklyn, to whom 
Lankford was to have been married 
today, and their wedding ring. He was 
further assured that the letter would 
not furnish the coroner the information 
he desired. 

The same clergyman who was to have 
married the railroad man to Miss Pat- 
terson tonight conducted the funeral 
services.

Atlanta Man Says That Bill $ 
Unfair to the Railroad 
Workers.

Washington, January 17.—(Special.) | 
The workmen's compensation bill was 
denounced by Hardy O. Teat, of At- 
lanta, before a subcommittee of the 
senate judiciary committee today as 
a move toward government ownership 
of railroads and as threatening the 
enactment of compulsory arbitration | 
laws, both of which, he said. were 
opposed by men in the train service. | 
Mr. Teat is chairman of the board 
of directors of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen and Enginemen, and | 
is here to fight the workmen’s com- | 
pensation bill. He seemed deeply con- 
cerned over the prospect for favorable | 
action. 

“Railroad men all over the country 
whom this bill affects should protest | ' 
at once against its passage,’ he said, 
“as a final none in the senate judiciary 
committee wi probably be taken on 
Twesday.’’

Organised labor is divided over the 
bill, which was framed by a committee 
of the National Civic Federation, rep- 
resenting both the labor associations 
and railroad heads. Georgia labor men | 
are credited with having started the 
fight which prevented the passage of 
the measure last year. 

In opposing the measure today, Mr. 
Teat said the outlook effecting rail- 
road employees was serious The men 
do not want government owner “ship of 
railroads, as contended. If that comes 
about all relief must be sought from 
congress with the delays and serious 
inconvenience which this would cause. 

“The present bill is practically no 
different from the original bill which 
we succeeded in holding up a year ago, 
said Mr. Teat. It contains no greater 
measure of relief for the men, and is 
decidedly unfair to them. 

“Reports have gone out to the rail- 
road men over the country that 
amendments have been agreed upon 
making the bill more liberal. This is 
not a fact. The schedule of payments 
provided as compensation for injuries | 
in the original bill are retained. This | 
was one of the grounds of our objec- | 
tion. 

“One of the main advantages claimed | 
for the measure is that it will prevent 
delays and expensive litigation in set- | 
tling damage suits. After examining | 
the measure carefully, I am convinced | 
that this claim is not well founded. If | 
the adjuster, after examining into the 
facts, reports adversely to the claim- 
ant, there ts nothing for him to do but 
fight the case in the courts. He must 
employ a lawyer just as he did before.

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OUTLAW SHELDED 2 
BY WIE AND BABES 


For Five, Days Beardsley 
Has Defied Officers Be- 
cause Wife and Nine Chil- 
dren Are in House. 


Mayville, N. ¥., January 17.—-Shield- 
ed from attack by a woman and nine 
children in the house, Edward Beards- 
ley, the outlaw, who for five days 
has defied the authorities to take him, 
passed an undisturbed day in his shack 
near Summerdale. A heavy snow fell 
all day, but smoke from the chimney 
told that Beardsley still had firewood, 
and he is known to have a three days’ 
supply of. food. 

Sheriff Anderson tonight planned a 
decisive move to get Beardsley, dead 
or alive. This he hopes to do tomor- 
row noon. The success of his move 
depends on what influence’ Carl 
Beardsley, of Jamestown, a _ brother, 
has with the man who has held the 
sheriff and his deputies off since last 
Tuesday night. , 

Sharpshooter to Get Him. 

Sometime temorrow morning, Carl 
Beardsley ‘will drive to his brother's 
home with Timothy Van Cise, a friend 
of Edward Beardsley, and probably 
another man. They will be followed 
by deputy sheriffs, who will wait be- 
hind the crest of the last hill com- 
manding the house. 

Carl Beardsley and his two com- 
panions will walk to the window and 
hold parley with the outlaw. An ef- 
fort will be made to induce the man 
to step outside the door. Then if they 
are unable to make Beardsley a pnris- 
oner, a sharpshooter, stationed in the 
woods opposite the shack, will shoot 
his man with a rifle. 
~ “Tf everything works out all right,” 
said the sheriff tonight, “I will make 
a statement which will explain why 
l have done certain things in han- 
dling this case. I will resign rather 
than storm that house, and cause the 
death of any of those little children.” 

The report this morning that there 
had been shooting at the house caused 


great excitement in Mayville and Sum- 
merdale. Sheriff Anderson hurried to 


the guard station, where he met Wil- | 


liam Walker and Van Cise, who had 
been reported dead. Walker and Van 
Cise went to the house early today 
to attempt to talk with Beardsley. 

It generally was believed through 
the countryside all day that when 
Walker and Van Cise wenttothe house 
Beardsley had opened fire on them, 
but tonight Walker said there had 
been no shooting. 

Beardsley had his rifle in hand 
when the two came to the window. He 
told them he knew they were employed 
by the sheriff to get him. Both would 
be shot if they made an unfriendly 
move, he said. Walker was told to 
stay away altogether. 

“Get out of here and stay out. 
are trying to trap ‘me. 
here any more,” shouted 
as Van Cisé and Walker ran 
the hill toward the sherift’s camp. 

Barred From Pennsylvania. 

The emissaries had gone to tell 
Beardsley that the police of Titusville, 
Pa., would not allow his brother, 
James Beardsley, to take the children 
into that state because they might 
become a public charge. 

Sheriff Anderson has 
traffic on the highway 
Beardsley home. 

A complaint was filed with a jus- 
tice of ‘the peace here by the trus- 
tee of the school district in which the 
Beardsley house is located against 
several out-of-town newspaper men 
who are charged with playing poker 
in the schoolhouse.

Convicts on Honor. 


(From The Survey.) 

Passengers in an ordinary day smok- 
ing car in western Pennsylvania the 
other day noticed a group of five men 
to whom the short trip they were 
making seemed quite a novelty. Occa- 
sionally a sixth man joined the group 
and then left it again, going into the 
Pullman cars to chat with friends. 

The five men were prisoners serving 
terms in the western penitentiary of 
Pennsylvania. They wore no shackles 
or handcuffs. The sixth man, who at 
times left them entirely alone, was 
John Francis. He was taking 
out to Centre county to help 
the new.prison. When they ar- 
rived they joined a number of other 
prisoners who are laying out the 
grounds of the new’ penitentiary. One 
hundred and fifty prisoners are being 
used in that way. A guard is in charge 
of them, but they roam about the farm 
freely when not at work or asleep in 
their bunking quarters. 

Spéaking of the five men whom he 
took in the smoker, Warden Francis 
said: “I have implicit faith in every 
one of these prisoners. I have studied 
them well during their stay sf ygaeg 
and although convicts—sent up for se- 
rious offenses—I believe they have the 
makings of good, honest citizens in 
them, and I am treating them accord- 
ingly. Before many weeks I expect 
to bring from the penitentiary a whole 
earload of convicts, with not a door 
locked nor a man shackled.” |

Getting a good start means a great 
deal to the average big league reoruit. 
A favorable debut, as a rule, gives the 
yoting player the very thing he needs.

ou Criger, the once famous Boston 
catcher, relate last summer: 

“IT don’t believe anything os hee can 
happen a youngster than to Preak in 
against a star, or a couple of star 
pitchors,” said Criger. ‘I shall never 
forget as long as I live the debut of 
Candy La Chance, who later developed 
into quite a ball player, and a pretty 
good hitter. I don't believe I ever felt 
so bad for a fellow, yet through it all 
I enjoyed many a laugh. 

Made His Debut Against Ruste. 

“When La Chance roke into the 
National elague the first pitcher he 
faced was Amos Rusie, who at that 
time was at the height of his cereer. 
Three times he faced the great Rusie 
and each time he went down on strikes. 
I don’tbelieve he even made 80 much 
as a foul. The next afternoon New 
York pitched Meekin, who, in many 
ways, was as great a pitcher as Rusie. 
La Chance happened to get Meekin on 
one of his very best days, and on his 
three appearances at the plate he reg- 
istered three more strikeouts. If I re- 
member correctly he made two fouls 
off Meekin’s delivery, but they didn’t 
cheer him up very much. Thus in two 
games he had struck out a half dozen 
times, or every time he stepped to the 
plate. Not a very encouraging start to 
a young fellow who came to the big 
league with a reputation of being some 
hitter. 

The defeat of La Chance was a big 
surprise to the players. Heralded as 
a mighty good hitter he had done 
nothing but strike out. All the players 
felt sorry for him, yet couldn't refrain 
from carrying what was also a joke to 
them a bit further. After the second 
game La Chance asked a couple of the 
fellows if all the pitchers were as good 
as Rusie and Meekin. He received the 
cheerful information that they were 
all just just abeut the same. These 
players told the others what La Chance 
had asked them, and to keep up the 
joke they all agreed to tell him the 
same thing. It so happened that La 
Chance held a conference with every 
fellow on the club about the other 
pitchers as compared to Rusie and 
Meekin. Of course, he received the 
same reply from all of them. 

Was Ready to Quit the Game. 

That evening La Chance started to 
pack his grip and quit the club. We 
all knew that La Chance had the 
makings of a good player, but he 
simply got away to a bad start. It 
took the combined efforts, however, 
of a half dozen of the players to 
persuade him to remain and give the 
league a further trial. He _ finally 
agreed to look over a few more of the 
pitchers. The next day he got an 
easy one and gathered in a couple of 
hits. Being made of the proper stuff 
he overcame the bad start and devel- 
oped into a — | ewe ball player. 
Any time he fac usie or Meekin 
after that it always brought memo- 
ries of those six strikeouts. 

It ig customary with Connie Mack 
to give all ambitious young players a 
chance.

Mack don’t need any third Daseman, 
but needs pitchers if the other teams 
can hit the ball like you fellows. [I'm 
going back home and send our 
pitcher on for a trial, he would have 
a much better chance to make good 
than me.’ That evening the young- 
ster departed without a word. e 
has not been heard from since, or has 
the pitcher he spoke about. Prob- 
ably after the third sacker had told 
him how the boys hit them in the big 
show he decided to stick to the once- 
a-week game. Here was a player 
who never waited for his debut, but 
was scared out before the curtain 
went up. 

A good many of the recruit catch- 
ers, infielders and outfielders who 
come up to the majors for a trial can 
field up to the standard, but are shy 
on hitting strength. They soon dis- 
cover that one of the big differences 
between the majors and the minors 
is in the pitching department. Every 
youngster I have ever talked to al- 
ways comments on the difference in 
the pitching. is being so, it is 
very natural that on this feature of 
the ame the average recruit lacks 
confidence. Startin a youngster in 
a game with men like Johnson, Ben- 
der, Mathewson and other stars do- 
ing the pitching simply makes the 
oing all the rougher for the recruit. 

ean recall of a dozen instances 
where a game having been practical- 
ly lost a manager would rush in three 
or four recruits,.and always with dis- 
astrous results. That the recruit is 
conscious of the greatness of some of 
the big league stars is a certainty. 

Youngster Had Wide Experience. 

A few years ago a very promising 
young infielder was picked up by one 
of the big league teams. He was 
kept on’ the bench the greater part 
of the year, being allowed to finish 
a@ game every now and then. About 
the middle of the year one of the in- 
fielders was injured and his chance 
to show arrived. The club was play- 
ing in Washington at the time and 
Johnson pitched the game in which 
he made his debut. The game was a 
very. close affair, Washington finally 
putting over the deciding tally in the 
ninth inning. Naturally Johnson was 
foreed to go at top speed, so that the 
youngster saw him at his very best. 
Three strikeouts and a pop fly was 
his record at the plate. he next day 
the team played at Philadelphia and 
during a four-game series there he 
faced Bender, Plank, Morgan and 
Coombs. Four rather good pitchers 
to break in against. Not a hit did 
the recruit make during the four 
games. Arriving at New York the 
regular inflelder had recovered suffi- 
cientlIy to resume play. Of course, in 
this game, New York out of the 
race, was trying out’a recruit twirler, 
against whom the other recruit 
might have had a chance. Imagine 
a tougher bit of Tuek than to draw 
such: pitchers as Johnson, Bender 
Plank and Coombs, after holding 
down the berich all year.

Philadelphia, Pa., January 17.—(Spe- 
eial.)—-The announcement of a number 
of football schedules during the last 
week indicates many important changes 
in gridiron alliances for the 1914 sea- 
son. The Harvard schedule has been 
largely made over, while both Yale and 
Princeton have made a number of im- 
portant changes in their préliminary 
games. 

The most significant thing about the 
arrangement of dates is that for the 
first time several of the big univer- 
sities are having difficulty in getting 
satisfactory opponents for their pre- 
liminary games.

Harvard-Cornell. 


The most surprising change in the 
scehdules of the big universities is 
the announcement that Harvard will 
not meet Cornell and that the Ithacans 
have decided not to insist upon Penn- 
sylvania playing the annual game at 
Ithaca in accordance with the recent 
agreement. 

There does not seem to be any per- 
manent understanding between Har- 
vard and Cornell. One year the Itha- 
cans are on the Crimson’s schedule and 
the next year they are off. Two years 
azo Harvard offered Cornell a date, 
but the Ithacans declined it, to the sur- 
prise of the intercollegiate world, which 
contained a number of universities 
which would have moved heaven and 
earth for a game with the Cambridge 
eleven. In 1913 Harvard again offered 
Cornell a date and this time the Itha- 
cans accepted it. Cornell expected to 
be on the Harvard schedule this year 
because at this time the Crimson found 
that it would not be agreeable to meet 
Dr. Sharpe’s men. 

The announcement that Cornell 
would play Pennsylvania at Franklin 
Field on Thanksgiving day was not a 
surprise to those who best understood 
the situation. ~ One of the reasons that

YALE MORE SANGUINE 
OVER ROWING POLICY 


By Edward R. Bushnell. 

Philadelphia, Pa., January 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Yale men are more sanguine 
that they are to have a sane policy in 
rowing since they have heard the final 
announcement of plans for the rehabil- 
itation of this sport. The preliminary 
announcements were misleading in that 
they gave the impression that Richard 
Armstrong, a graduate of nearly twen- 
ty years ago, was to be the active 
coach. This understanding naturally 
caused considerable sharp criticism of 
the athletic management p Precip it did 
not appear that the new policy was to 
be any different from that inaugurat- 
ed after the veteran John Kennedy 
was displaced. If such a man as Rod- 
gers, himself a former Yale oarsman, 
could not successfully develop rowing 
it was hard to see how the substitu- 
tion of Armstrong for him with the 
continuation of the same amateur 
methods could do it in 1914. 

From the latest announcement we 
learn that Armstrong is merely to act 
as a general advisor and that he is to 
have the assistance of two professional 
instructors whose reputation makes 
them among the leaders in the rowing 
world. They are Guy Nickalls, coach 
of the Leander Rowing club of London 
and Mr. Gianinni, formerly coach of 
the New York Athletic club crews. 
| These two men have taught sucoessful 
isweep rowing. Nickalls has had a 
,; wonderful career with the Leander club 
'since his graduation from Oxford, while 


‘in this, the New York Athletic club, 


under the coaching of Gianinni has hac! 


a long run of success. 

The thing over which Yale men ini: 
rejoice is that the experimental polic, 
of trying to develop successful crews 
with novices in charge of the coaching 
is definitely at an end. As a matter 
of fact the Yale undergradutes and 
alumni have been out of sympathy with 
the rowing committee for the last two 

Not a great many men who 
y understand the rowing situation 
this country felt that the policy 
j adopted by young Harrison and Rod- 
‘gers could ever successfully compete 
lagainst the ably-coached crews of the 
| other universities. It took the rowing 
authorities longer to realize this than 
it did the other element at Yale. 

A good deal has been made of the sup- 
position that since Armstrong rowed 
under theinstruction of Bob Cook Yale 
will now row what Yale terms the 
j Cook stroke. As a matter of fact, 
there is practically no difference be- 
ltween the strokes taught at Cornell, 
i'Harvard, Pennsylvania, Syracuse and 
‘other American universities. Different 
‘coaches have different ideas on the 
minor points, but all teach practically 
|the same stroke. he reason Yale 
failed was because of too much tinker- 
ing by amateur ‘instructors. 

The problem Which the Yale Rowing 
committee must now solve is the proper 
division of authority between Nickalls 
and Gianinni. The ee is that 
one will have charge of the varsity and 
the other of the freshmen candidates. 
On account of his greater experience 
and reputation the chances are that 
Nickalls will carry the more weight. 
Under the circumstances he would 
probably be selected to coach the var- 


sity. 

The Yale system is in some danger 
with two such men as Nickalls and Gi- 
faninni unless they have a perfect 
‘agreement. No two experts ever think 
j;alike, and a clash of opinion, or the 
‘teaching of the different strokes would 
ibe a serious drawback to the success 
| of the new Yale policy.

He had found 
a note from her uncle saying that he 
had decided to kill himself as he had 
lost his money and his friends had de- 
serted him. 

Roberts and Miss Wood hastened to 
the hotel and burst tn on Wood. Rob- 
erts and Miss Wood upbraided him for 
what the woman termed a “ghastly 
joke.” Suddenly she took a revolver 
from a bureau drawer and shot her- 
self through the heart. 

Wood leaped across his niece’s body, 
snatched up the weapon and shot him- 
self through the heart. Both died 
within a few minutes. 

In San Francisco Wood engaged in 
the restaurant business, but six months 
ago he sold his business. His niece, 
Roberts said, had literary aspirations 
and wrote short stories and motion pic- 
ture plavs.

“The two - cases,” said Chairman 
Kern, “were vastly different. In the 
Alabama case, proponents of Mr. Glass 
maintained that the seventeenth 
amendment was not in effect because 
the state legislature hadsnot met to 
eupplement it with machinery to carry 
it out, and that therefore the old laws 
were in force. : 

“In the Maryland case, the validity 
of the amendment was trecognized and 


in 


effort made to carry it out through ex-. 


isting legislative machinery, a course 
which was ratified by a big majority of 
the voters of the. state. In Alabama, 
the amendment was ignored, and in 
~aMaryvyaland it was sought to carry out 
the spirit of the amendment.” 


. The Case of Glass. 


Mr. Glass, who is editor of The Bir- 
ninezham. News, was appointed by Gov- 
err or O'Neal to fill the unexpired term 
of Senator Johnston, who died after 
adi ption of the amendment. It was 
ihe second appointment made by the 
vovernor. Representative Henry D. 
(‘layton, who first was named, re- 
signed before the committee had de- 
termined upon his credentials. 

Muny democratic senators had urged 
Governor O'Neal not to make the ap- 
pointments, the general opinion being 
thet inasmuch as the Alabama legisla- 
ture had not provided under terms of 
ihe amendment fer filling vacancies, 
‘uch an appointmert wuld net be 
lega.: Jreponents of the governor's 
wesic.(oY argued that the amendment 
wouls not be effective in states which 
had « ade no provision for such emer- 
zencies, and that the old law would 
»revail until supplemental action had 
been taken, either by the legislature 
or oY Congress. 

Amendment Now in Effect. 


If the action of the committee is 

gustained, it determines that the 
amendment is now in effect, and that 
state legislatures must direct the gov- 
ernor as to the method of filling va- 
fancies. 
- ‘the Alabama legislature was not tm 
session when Senator Johnston died, 
and Governor O'Neal Was urged to 
call a special-session to authorize him 
(o appoint a successor, in accordance 
with the amendment, but he did not 
do so. 

in the Maryland case, Senator Jack- 
son was appointed before adoption of 
the amendment, but after it had been 
ratified Governor Goldsborough, a re- 
publican, called a senatorial primary 
election. Blair Lee was victorious. 

Tc was declared that the election was 
irregular ‘because it had not been call- 
ed’‘by.the legislature. The committee 
seemed to think that Mr. Lee was en- 
titled to his seat because he was 
chosen by direct vote of the people, 
waiving the technicality as to who 
called the election.

WOODWARD WIL VETO |

Mayor Woodward's first veto message | 
to the 1914 general council will be | 
acted on Monday afternoon. 

For technical reasons, Mayor Wood- 
ward has refused to approve the ordi- 
nance granting the Georgia Railway 
and Electric company. a franchise to 
lay tracks on Butler between Gilmer 
and Decatur streets. In returning the 
ordinance to council, the mayor sug-| 
gests that the ordinance be re-enacted 
and returrnéd. to him. 

lie has also vetoed the ordinance in- 
creasing the salaries of Tax’ Assessor 
John Malone and City Electrician R. C. 
Turner. 

The mayor’s message dealing with 
the three vetoed papexs follow: 

In returning the franchise of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric company, it is done 
with the purpose of. having the matter. re- 
enacted by your body. I consider this mat- 
ter necessary from the fact, that the ordi+ 
nance that was passed in January, 1901, 
while .it. provides for an aldermeanic- board 
meeting immediately after counctll,.there is 
no provision, nor ‘instructions . where- ;the 
mayor shall approve.any acts. of that meet- 
ing at that time, but leaves the matter en- 
tirely open as to whether he uses the charter 
provision of four days. within, which to sign 
all acts of the general council. Therefore. 
when the general-council of 1913 adjourned 
on that day sine die, that body was out of 
existence. The paper was not signed by me 
until after the counct! of 1814 had gone into 
commission. Therefore, there is a legal tech- 
nitality connected with this transaction that 
I do not believe is safe where a franchise 
in a street is granted. I, therefore; suggest 
to corréct this apparent defect, that the mat- 
ter be re-enacted by your genéral body. 


The salaries that I have returned to you 
without approval are clearly illegal, accord- 
ing to the ruling of the city attorney, as he, 
is: his different rulings; has stated that all 
salaries must be set the year preceding the 
election to fill any office. It willl. therefore, 
be noted that the. salaries ailuded to were 
passed. by the general courfeil on the fifth 
day of January this year and not during the 
year 1918. 

Another important connection, with the in- 
creased salary of the city electrician, is the 
fact that the salary committee in dealing 
with this quéstion did so fron’ a dual stand- 
point. In other words, the question of con- 
oentrating all the electrical work of the city, 
both police, fire and waterworks construction 
were considered, by which it was shown to 
the committee that by combining these dif- 
ferent construction departments the city 
would save between $4,000 and $5,000 per 
year. The idea of the salary committee 
was that if this additional work. was placed 
in ‘the city electrician’s office that the sa!- 
ary should be increased to $2,400 per year: 
if not, it was to remain as it was at $1,800 
per year. As the provisions of this under- 
standing have not been carried out, I pre- 
sume that it was the intention of the salary 
committee to let the salary remain at $1,800. 

I am firm of the belief that this con- 
solidation of the dtfferent constructive de- 
partments should be placed under one head, 
especially when such a sum of money 
could be saved to the eity. If it is the 
wish of the. general council to do this, it 
will be a matter for them, 
increase in the electrician'’s pay for additiona! 
work placed upon him, and such increase 
would meet my approval under such condi- 
tions.

But It Gives No Light to 
Stricken Section of Japan. 
Seismic Jars Continue and 
Volcano Belches. 


Kagoshima, Japan, January 17.—Two 
further violent eruptions of the volca- 
no Sakura-Jima, accompanied by a se- 
vere earthquake, occurred late lIast 
night, causing the collapse of many 
more buildings. Numbers of the in- 
habitants of Kagoshima who had re- 
turned fled again in terror from the 


city. Ashes are falling thickly today. 

The sun looked like a ball of biood 
over Kagoshima today, but it gave no 
light and the darkness was such that 
night signals had to be employed on 
the railroads. The flying dust was s0 
thick that the few pedestrians on the 
streets making their way to the out- 
skirts of the city had to cover their 
mouths and noses with towels and 
handkerchiefs to prevent suffocation. 


Sea Seems to Be Bolling. 


The sea in the Gulf of Kagoshima 
seemed to be boiling and the quantity 
of floating pumice stone was so great 
that it prevented navigation. | 

Bluejackets from the Japanese fleet 
today discovered a native craft con- 
taining sixteen refugees from Sakura- 
Jima who were in a starving condition. 
They reported that owing to the float- 
ing masses of pumice stone and the 
high seas they had been unable to steer 
their boat and had spent three days 
adrift without food. The bluejackets 
were able to reach them only by using 
@ wedge-shaped raft, which pierced a 
field of pumice stone resembling ice 
floes. 

Lava today was floating steadily 
down the sides of the volcano to the 
sea, increasing the area of the island 
as it solidified on reaching the water. 

It is still impossible to give anything 
like an approximate estimate of the 
number of victims of the recent erup- 
tions, earthquakes and tidal waves. 
Some officials here express the hope 
that almost all escaped from Sakura. 
Others are less optimistic. 

Professor Fusakichi Omori, the seis- 
mologist, pointing today to the village 
of Yokohama or Sakura, where 400 
houses life burned fn lava, said; 

“Are the people buried there as in 
Pompeii?’ And answered himself: 

“Only the future can reply.” 


Many Driven Insane. 


Many refugees are reported to have 
been driven insane as a result of ter- 
ror and exposure. Over a million let- 
ters and 8,000 telegrams are lying in 
Kagoshima awaiting delivery.

Loss of Life Very Large. 


Tokio, January 17.—An_ indication 
that the loss of life on the island of 
Sakura, which was devastated by the 
eruption of the volcano Sakura-Jima, 
may be much larger than had been 
supposed, is given in a report received 
here today from an official of the in- 
terior department who was sent to 
Kakoshima and its vicinity to investi- 
gate. 

He reports that 9,000 out of Sakura’s 


been accounted fer up to the evening 
of the 16th. 

Other refugees, it is expected, will 
be found in other directions, but the 
loss of life evidently was extremely 
heavy. 

Measures for the relief of the suffer- 
ers from famine in the north and 
eruptions in the south are rapidly as- 
suming shape now that the extent of 
the disaster is more definitely known. 

Bishop Walter Andrews, of the Eng- 
lish church in Kok-Kaido, the famine- 
stricken district, writes that suffering 
everywhere is intense. The farmers, 
he says, are hit hardest, and their 
families are eating soups made of 
chopped straw, leaves and rotten pota- 
toes and meat taken from cats, dogs 
and fish. The more fortunate have a 
thin gruel made of rice or wheat. 

The net results, he writes, are many 
deaths from cold and starvation and 
an increase of crime amd beggars. 
Many girls, he declares, have been sold 
into slavery. He tells of many chil- 
dren fainting in schools, sick from 
lack of food. 

Members of a party’ rescued from a 
cave recounted how they saved them- 
selves from being roasted alive by 
holding thick boards on their heads, 
Japanese umbrellas having shriveled 
a few minutes after their frightful 
flight began. They were in the cave 
for three days, and expected death 
every minute of the time. They had 
Be.

Princi- 
pal among these are the changes which 
have come about in reference to the 
senatorial situation, the governor's 
race and the contest for supreme court 
justices. 

Except for the growth of Underwood 
sentiment throughout the state, the 
senatorial campaign has remained 
much the same as it was at the be- 
ginning. When Oscar Underwood first 
announced for the senate in opposi- 
tion to Captain Richmond P. Hobson it 
was predicted that he would sweep the 
state. Developments of the past weeks 
jave done more than confirm this con- 
clusion. 

Mr. Underwood is now in Washing- 
tun. Captain Hobson ts campaigning 
in Alabama. It is likely that the lat- 
ier will remain in the state until the 
primary is held on April 6. 

Mr. Underwood accomplished much 
by his brief campaign during the con- 
gressional Christmas recess. His op- 
ponent had circulated many statements 
with reference to his position on the 
liguor question, his attitude toward 
c@rporations and his stand on other im- 
portant issues of the day. 

The democratic floor leader refuted 
all of these charges and returned to 
Washington at the opening of congress. 
His strong statements have brought

There was much opposition on the 
Part of the candidates for the lesser 
state offices to the majority plan, and 
many political leaders believe that 
these candidates will agree among 
themselves to run in only one primary. 
Several of the candidates, it is under- 
stood, have already made this agree- 
ment. 

Supreme Court Justices. 

The situation with reference to the 
supremé court is probably more com- 
plexed than it has been in many years. 
Four of the present judges of the 
court, one of whom is the chief jus- 
tice, will enter the April primary. 
Two of them will ask to be nominated 
to fill unexpired terms and two will 
run for long terms. 

This condition was brought about by 
the retirement of Chief Justice James 
R. Dowdell, who resigned his office 
about ten days ago. As the ranking 
justice of the court, the governor ele- 
vated to the chief justiceship Judge 
John C. Anderson, and appointed Colo- 
nel] W. L. Pitts to succeed Judge An- 
derson. Neither of these terms will 
expire until January, 1917, but inas- 
much as the appointments were made 
within six months of a next state elec- 
tion both Judge Anderson and Judge 
Pitts will be compelled to run for the 
short term. Judge Anderson will prob- 
ably have no opposition, while Judge 
Pitts will be opposed by Judge Lucien 
D. Gardner, of Troy. 

The other justices of the court who 
will enter the April primary are Judge 
James J. Mayfield and Judge Edward 
deGraffenried, both of whom will be 
candidates for long terms. They will 
be opposed by Judge William H. 
Thomas, of Montgomery; Romaine 
Boyd, city attorney of Birmingham;

Miss Giles was well known in this 
city as an artist and a teacher. She 
was a student at Bryn Mawr college 
for five years, graduating in 1898 and 
taking degrees of A. B. and A. M. 

Dean Isabel Maddison, of the college, 
said today she had received a letter 
from her only yesterday. It was pure- 
ly on business, and contained no clues 
which would furnish any explanation 
of the fate which had befallen her. 
In it she gave as her address, “cafe 
Brown Shipley & Co., London.” 

Miss Giles went abroad in 1898 with 
her mother, and had been living in 
ltaly ever since. Of her school of de- 
sign days an artist who knew her at 
that time said today: 

“Wien Giles was a spirituelle girl 
with big appealing dark eyes and dark, 
curling hair. She was ‘different’ from 
most of the other students, not @ccen- 
tric, but her life and interests seemed 
@ part of that of most of the others. 
She was not inclined to make intimate 
friends.” zs 

An advertisement of the death of 
Miss Giles was inserted in the Phila- 
delphia newspapers today. It came 
from a man who has acted as business 
agent for Mrs. Giles, who is said to be 
wealthy. He stated he had received 
a cablegram from Mrs. Giles reading, 
“Sllen is dead.

May Expand the Corn Show 
To South-W ide Proportions 


At the meeting of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce committee on the corn 
show for the purpose of considering the 
enlargement of the corn show next fall, 
the proposition was considered -favor- 
ably. 

Of equally as much interest to the 
committee, however, was regarded a 
letter from Professor T. H. McHatton, 
of the State College of Agriculture, ad- 
vocating and outlining a plan for a 
great southern horticultural exposition, 
which he thinks will have a powerful 
effect in developing the fruit interests 
of the south. 

McHatton’s Suggestion. 

The committee was so much impress- 
ed with Professor McHatton’'s sugges- 
tion that it requested Mr. Hastings, 
chairman, when he meets with the 
State Horticultural society in Athens 
next week, to request the appointment 
of a special committee from that body 
to confer with the corn show and hor- 
ticultural committees of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce for the purpose 
of formulating plans along the lines in- 
dicated. 

Following is 
letter: 

“Mr. W. G. Cooper, Secretary, 
Chamber of Commerce, Atlanta, Georgia. 
“Dear Sir: Your letter of January 14 to 

hand. I am sorry it has been impossible 
for me to see you berore this time, as I 
feel sure that you would be interested in 
the question that we are now agitating The 
plan that I had in mind was for the torma- 
tion, not only of a Georgia horticultural ex- 
position, but if possible to interest the other 
States of the south in such an exposition 
in order that we might have one in this 
section comparable to the large fruit and 
garden shows held elsewhere in the United 
States. It was also my hope that if such 
an exposition could be established in Atlanta, 
when it became an assured fact, we 
would be able to form a Southern Congress 
of Horticulture, which would draw its mem- 
bers from all of the southern states as well 
as from Georgia. 

“In regard to horticultural exhibits, it 
has been the experience of many associa- 
tions that these displays soon become self- 
sustaining, especially when the florists of 
the city are interested in the exposition, 
for their displays of flowers and plants are 
always a source of interest to untold num- 
bers of individuals in any city the size of 
Atlanta, and where such a display as a 
corn show has not been able to draw any 
large numbers of residents of the city, fruit 
and flowers, well packed and tastily ar- 
ranged can generally be counted on to draw 
a crowd of sufficient size to defray the ex- 
penses of the show. This, at least, has been 
the expertence of quite a number of the

horticultural expositions in various sections 
of the United States. I had hope that when 
the southern horticultural show was estah- 
lished we would be able to count on 
Louisiana, southern Alabama, Florida and 
the gulf section of Texas for a good display 
‘of citrus fruits. There is unquestionably a 
, very large interest in citrus culture in 
'southern Georgia, southern Alabama. Missis- 
sippi, Loutsiana and Texas, and it is not at 
, all ftmprobable that those interested in ad- 
'vancing this work would take a great in- 
| terest in any exposition that would offer 
, them the opportunity for displaying their 
| products. 

Apple Interests. 

“Of course, the apple interests of the 
| northern and mountain regions of our south- 
(ern states would take quite a hand in any 
|organization that would help them develop 
ltheir respective sections. The trucking in- 
|terests of our southern states, especially ina 
Florida, and Texas, could also be easily 
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prevailed upon to take part in a show of 
this character. The pecan men could also 
be counted upon to do their share in fur- 
thering such an exposition. The peach in- 
terests would, ‘of course, in November be at 
somewhat a disadvantage, but I believe that 
with the cold storage facilities of Atlanta, 
it would be possible to interest some of 
the large growers and pe them to keep out 
a sufficlent number of crates of this well 
known product to make quite a creditable 
display. I belleve that it will be possible 
to get the nurserymen of this state and 
other sections of the south and such people 
as Stark of Missouri, and probably some of 
the Maryland nurseries to put up an exhibit 
of their products. In fact, 1 practically, al- 
ready, have the promise of three nursery 
exhibits if we get up such an exposition. 
The florists could also be interested, and I 
think that if we could get them to display 
chrysanthemums, carnations, roses, violets, 
as well 
plants, there should be enough interest 
stirred up amongst the ladies of Atlanta to 
unquestionably insure the success of such 
an undertaking as you are now considering. 

“T already have the names of the secre- 
taries of many of the southern state hor- 
ticultural societies and it had been my de- 
sire to get representatives from all of these 
societies to be present at the meeting in 
Athens on the 20th, so that we i could 
thoroughly discuss ways and means of eb- 
taining exhibits should your organization in 
Atlanta get behind this movement, but I 
was unable to see you, and I feared to bring 
them here on a wild goose chase, conse- 
quently have not communicated with these 
various individuals. I think, however, that 
most of the individual exhibits will be ob- 
tained through cooperation with state or- 
ganizations, provided it is decided to make 
this show of southern extent, instead of re- 
stricting it to Georgia. 

“The boll weevil is coming—possibly you 
have heard this before—and it is time that 
the people of the south were being educated 
into some type of agriculture besides that 
of cotton and I personally believe that the 
various lines of horticultural endeavor will 
be one of the great ways of lessening the 
injury to the south that we fear in Georgia 
and that has been experienced in other ‘sec- 
tions ere this from the dreaded cotton pest. 


Should Make Beginning. 


“We have been talking about what we 
can do in Dixie along horticultural lines 
long enough and it is time that the south 
was stirred up sufficiently to exhibit some 
of her much lauded products. I sincerely 
hope that you people in Atlanta will under- 
take this business. I see no reason why it 
should not be a most excellent thing to 


expand the corn show through the addition |!

well as the products of various seedsmen 
of these sections. I would like very

Bachelor Apartments Will Occupy Site 
Of Atlanta’s First Lutheran Church

First German Lutheran church ever built in Atlanta, which is being torn down to make way for 


a new apartment house. 

The realty firm of Otis & Holliday, 
who have control of the triangular 
property in the junction of Whitehall 
and Forsyth streets. have announced 
plans for a bachelor apartment build- 
ing to occupy the site. The old store 
building which occupied the site for 
nearly half a century is now being torn 
down. . 

With the demolition of this building 

While but few except the oldest citi- 
zens know it, this little store building 
was the first German Lutheran church 
ever built in Atlanta. 

The German Lutherans bought the 
triangle about 1871, paying for it hardly 
$2,000. Recently the same triangle sold 
for $40,000. 
passes another landmark. 

But One Change. 

Upon purchasing the lot the German 
Lutherans built their little church, | 
which is the same building that is now 
being torn away. But one change has 
been made in it from the original build- 
ing. <A little square belfry stood upon 
the top of the building at the end look- 
ing southward down Whitehall. After 


the Lutherans had occupied the build- 
ing for about ten years, they sold it. 
The belfry was torn off and the build- 
ing was converted into a grocery store, 
From that good day to this the build- 
ing has been used for a store and re- 
mains unchanged. 

When the workmen started 
away the building Monday morning, 
they found beneath it a yawning 
chasm, which puzzled them for awhile. 
Investigation showed that the hole was 
a relic of the days when Atlanta had 
no waterworks, and cisterns were built 
at intervals of a quarter of a mile or 
soallover the city, for the storage of 
water for use in case of fire. 

This hole, then. was one of the city’s 
cisterns. It is about 15 deep and cir- 
cular in shape, being about 25 feet in 
diameter. It was replenished from the 
street drains and from the rain drip- 
pings from the eaves of the neighbor- 
ing houses.

This was interpreted 
as a sign that King George had offi- 
cially sanctioned this description of 
the royal couple and the press, follow- 
ing as it invariably does the fashion 
set by royalty, published it as a fact. 
An official denial was quickly forth- 
coming and it was announced that 


Berlin, January 17.—The German 
capitalist’s own artillery has been 
turned upon him by the socialists.

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Ryan’s Praise of Wilson 
Surprised Wall Street

Interview Was the Day Be-' 
fore President Appointed. 
John Skelton Williams 
Comptroller of Currency.

w York, January 17.—(Special,)— 
Thomas F. Ryan's interview praising 
President Roosevelt and all his works, 
inciuding the currency § legislation, 
was a great surprise to Wall street. 
lvervbody in the ‘financial district

knows that the ex-traction magnate 
is about as loquacious as an Indian 
cigar sign. It will 
when William Jennings Bryan, during 
the 
finger at Ryan and denounced him by 
name as “one of the Wall street pirates 
aitempting to prevent Woodrow Wil- 
son's nomination,” the author of the 
interview in question simply main- 
tained his usual silence. In 
there is not a man alive today who has 
done more in Wall street during the 
past twenty-five years and talked less 
than Thomas Fortune Ryan. 

Only a few years ago Ryan was the 
leading spirit in the Metropoiitan Street 
railway. fe was also active in the 
management of the Tobacco trust, the 
Censolidated Gas company and a score 
qr more other well-known corporations. 
In 1907, after the sensational disclos- 
ures regarding the reasons for Metro- 
oHtan Street railway’s bankruptcy, 

van practically retired from active 
life. This week’s interview, which was 
extravagant in its praise of President 
Wilson, was given out after one of his 
rare Visits to the financial district. The 
very next day Washington dispatches 
announced that, despite the urgent pro- 
tests voiced by Wall street men, Presi- 
dent Wilson had sent to the senate 
the nomination of John Skelton Wil- 
liams for controller of the currency 
Then skeptical Wall street smiled at 
the Ryan interview. 

Under the law reeently enacted the 
controller of the currency will become 
a member of the federal reserve board, 
and he wil] take an active part in the 
organization of the new banking sys- 
tem. Williams is not likely to go out 
of his way to favor the National Bank 
of Commerce, the Guaranty Trust com- 
pany or any of the other banking insti- 
tutiens im which Ryan has a large part 
of his enormous fortune invested. 


Ryan and Morgan. 


In some way which has always been 
a mystery to Wall street men, years 
ago a close friendship sprang up be- 
tween Ryan and.the late J. P. Morgan. 
It has always been supposed that Ryan 
worked himself into the Seaboard Air 
Line railway situation at the request 
of his friend Morgan, who had large 
railroad interests in the south. That 
supposition may or may not be true; 
but in any event Ryan had not been 
in the Seaboard long before John SkKel- 
ton Williams, who conceived and de- 
veloped the plan of consolidatin a 
number of small southern roads Tate 
the Seaboard system, was out. The 
crisis occurred during the rich man’s 
panic in 19038, when loans which had 
been made by Ryan and his banking 
friends matured and were not re- 
newed. Williams was deposted as chair- 
man of the Seaboard, and his Richmond 
banking house went down in the crash. 
During the long and bitter controversy 
that follower, Williams time and time 
again openly accused Ryan of bad faith. 

In the efforts that have been made 
to have the senate turn down Pres!- 
dent Wilson’s nominee for controller 
of the currency, it was charged under 
cover that the ichmend banker’s un- 
fitness for the position was proved by 
his mismanagement of the Seaboard Air 
Line. If that talk is kept up, the real 
inside story of the Seaboard Air Line’s 
downfall in 19083 may come-to light. 
This week’s development, however, in- 
dicate plainly that one man at least 
who played a leading part in Seaboard’s 
affairs back in 1903 is anxious to let 
by-gones be by-gZones. 

Will Apply Fer Membership. 

George F, Baker’s resignation as a 
diréctor of the Chase National bank, 
announced this week, was only the be- 
ginning,ef a task which the chairman 
of the First National bank has set for 
himself. Baker not only intends to re- 
sign from the directorates of dozens 
of banks, railroads, and industrial com- 
panies, but he decided this week to ap- 
ply for membership in the federal re- 
serve system. That step only accentu- 
ates the attitude which the National 
City bank, the First National's great 
rival, has adopted towards the new 
currency legislation. That the First 
National intends to go even farther 
in getting in line with public senti- 
ment was plainly intimated by this 
week’s election of Theodore N. Vail as 
“a director For years, the National City 
has had a large board, consisting of 
James Stillman, William Rockefeller, 
Frank A. Vanderlip. H. C. Frick. R. S. 
Lovett, Ogden Armour, Moses Taylor 
Pyne, Jacob H. Schiff, P. A. Valentine, 
and fifteen other members who are 
more or less identified with the Stan- 
dard Oil party...

Financial Affairs Present 


A Much Brighter Aspect 


Optimistic Interviews With 
Large Financial Interests. 
President’s Message Ex- 
pected to Be Friendly to 
Business—Other News. 


New York, January 17.—(Special.) 
The general aspect of affairs finan- 
clal has taken on a much brighter 
hue in the last few days, and even 
though there has not been a broad bull | 
movement in stocks, the security mar- | 
kets have had a much better tone, | 
This has been mostly reflected in 4a! 
much better investment demand; most | 
especially in bonds. The speculative | 
markets have broadened a little, with 
one day this week the most active 
which has been seen in many months. | 
The large financial interests, those 
in control of the big corporations are 
giving out optimistic interviews. There 
are still many evidences of pessimism, 
but those whose opinions are the most 
thought of have been freely predict- 
ing good recoveries in business. The 
first substantial sign of better condi- 
tions has beén in the re-employment of 
about 100,000 steel workers who had 
been ftdle for several months. When 
the steel trade picks up after a de- 
ression, other business usually quick- 
y follows. Money conditions are bet- 
ter than they have been in years, as

been in two or three years. There 
have been a few signs of the after- 
math of a: miserable fall and early 
winter business, principally in poor 
railroad earnings, but reports of 1913 
earnings show that the early months 
of the year were satisfactory, over- 
balancing the losses of the latter 
months. One of the many uncertain- 
ties hanging over the market for se- 
curities was dispelled during the week 
when it was made known that the 
coming presidential message to con- 
fress on anti-trust legislation would 
be friendly to business. Despite the 
better outlook and -the slight upward 
movement of price averages in stocks 
during the week, there were several 
notably weak issues.

CG. to decide differently, it Is 
thought that part of the better senti- 
ment now noticeable will be lost. 


Foretgn Demand For Gold. 


The engagement of $2,000,000 old 
for export to France makes the firs’ 
outward movement of gold for Eu- 
ropé in several months. The exports 
save those to Canada made in 1913 
totaled $66,000,000, and most of this 
gold has not been returned. There is 
already a very heavy trade balance 
abroad, and further gold exports are 
increasing it in favor of this country. 
Many loans are being floated in Paris, 
and further need of gold there may 
lead to a further drain on New York. 
It can be spared here owing to the ex- 
ceptionally strong condition of the 
banks. Money conditions abroad are 
slowly improving, as is attested by 
the recent lowerin of the Bank of 
England rate from 5 to 4% per cent. 
Money conditions here have not only 
improved as regards the supply of 
loanable funds and low rates, but banks 
are freely taking up commercial pa- 
per, whereas a week or two ago, it 
was difficult for borrowers to get the 
banks to take it. Abnormally low 
rates are expected as a result of the 
accumulation of money here It is

Lead- 
ing financial papers are conducting 
an editorial campaign to force the 
companies to make statements of earn- 
ings and assets. The reason for the

ard Oil shares is in the many in- 
creases in dividends and the many ex- 
tra disbursements and stock dividends 
that have been made since the dissolu- 
tion of the combination. The latest 
‘“‘nlum” is through the increase of the 
Standard Oil Company of California 
capital of $100,000,000, which will be 
attended with a sale to stockholders of 
$45,184,000 in stock at par. It is fig- 
ured that the people who owned the 
$100,000,000 stock of the parent com- 
pany on December 1, 1911, when the 
dissolution went into effect, have since | 
received in cash or stock value over 
$350,000,000. 

Ralliroad Dissolution Certain. 

The dissolution of the New Have 
railroad system in New England is as- 
sured, and most of the details are 
known, but the plan whereby this can 
be accomplished is still to be revealed, 
Directors and the management are 
working on_.it. The outlook is very 
poor for a resumption of dividends on 
New Haven stock this year. The earn- 
ings for the first five months of the 
present fiscal year showed a decrease 
of $3,825,000 For the first quarter 
of the fiscal year, a dividend of 1% 
per cent was paid, which takes up 
practically all of the earnings available 
for dividends in the first five months. 
Among the few companies which it is 
certain will be retained under New 
Haven control after the voluntary dis- 
solution are the New York, Ontario and 
Western, the Central New England, and 
the Westchester and Boston. To_ make 
the many troubles of the New Haven 
system complete, the last few. days 
have added the decision of the Massa- 
chusetts supreme court that the pro-,; 
posed $67,500,000 debenture issue is il- 
legal. 

The Boston and Maine-Maine Central 
deal whereby the proposition to ex- 
change $10,000,000 Maine Central stock 
held by the Boston and Maipe for an 
equal amount of Maine Cen al mort- 
gage bonds has been called off. The 
bonds were to have been sold to raise 
funds for maturing notes. Boston and 
Maine directors are now considering a 
plan to pledge their Maine Central 
stock.

| But they are still human, and any other 
iset of commissioners that might be ap- 
‘pointed would be the same. Doubtless

wise fully Justified, for the sole pur- 
nose of seeing the railroads fall into the 
ilap of government. But any new ad- 
‘justment of all rates over an extended 
territory is a matter so fraught with 
‘both technicalities and broad public 
policies that those who sit in judg- 
ment might well be honestly unaware 
of some of the -motives under which 
i'they acted.

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Coffee Keeps You Awake. 


(From The Lancet.) 

In drawing a comparison between 
coffee and tea, the results show that 
while the alkaloid caffeine in coffee is 
identical with that in tea, yet its asso- 
ciations in coffee are quite different. In 
tea infusions the alkaloid occurs chief- 
iv aS a tannate, which is a compound 
insoluble in the acid juices of the stom- 
ach. In coffee it occurs as an easily 
soiuble compound. Here would appear 
‘to be the explanation of the prompt 
action of coffee as a restorative and — 
stimulant, particularly when employed 
las an antidote to narcotic poisons. In 
ithe same way coffee probably serves to 
lovercome to some extent the narcotie 
effect of alcohol, and to render a person 
wakeful owing to its stimulating ef- 
fect upon the central nervous system. 
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Regulation Fails 


To Cope With Social Evil, 


~ Declares Flexner Report 


—— 


Segregation Non-Existent 
in Europe—White Slavery 
Practically Stamped Out. 


New York, January 17.-—-After a year 
of personal investigation in eleven 
Evropean countries, Abraham Flexner, 
commissioned by the bureau of social 
hygiene, of which John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., is chairman, has come to the con- 
clusion that police regulation of the 
social evil in Etrrope is a~fallure and 
4s rapidly dying out.~ Stringent leg- 
{slation, on the other: hand, has prac- 
tically stamped ‘out the so-called white 
slave traffic in young girls, and segre- 
gation, ne finds, is non-existent any- 
where in England or the continent. 

These views, upsetting beliefs wide- 
ly current in this country as to the 
status of commercialized vice in the 
old world are set forth in a 450-page 
volume to be issued tomorrow. ~~ 

The report follows that on a similar 
investigation of vice conditions in New 
York city: made a year ago under the 
muspices of Mr. Rockefeller’s bureau. 

Mr. Flexner spent more than a year 
fn the preparation of his report in ad- 
dition to the twelve months consumed 
{in gathering material. It is published 
under the auspices of the bureau of 
gocial hygiene in the hope that ulti- 
mately some effectual means will be 
found to combat the evil in the United 
States. Me Rockefeller himself con- 
tributes the foreword. 

But Little Sex Education. 

“Sex education,’ says Dr. Flexner, 
“is the subject of as much controversy 
in Europe az in this country. Despite 
he prevalent notion to the contrary,” 

e writes. “the subject of sex educa- 
tion is as vet very :argely in the realm 
of theory ot controversy. As to this 
point, a strange misconception obtains. 
In England, one hears that great prog- 
ress has been miade in this field in 
Germany; in Germahy one is referred 
with equal positiveness to Scandinavia; 
in Scandinavia to Finland, whither, 
however, I did not pursue the will-o’- 
the-wisp. The facts are these: No 
recognition is given to sex instruction 
in English schools at all. The head- 
masters and housemasters in some of 
the great public schools—notably Eton 
Ccaubeavos, however, to gain the con- 
fidence of the boys individually. In 
Prussia, which is representative to the 
states of the German empire, sex in- 
etruction of any kind is very rarely 
given ai the popular schools. 

In Denmark and Norway, nothing 
either of a Seneral or a compulsory 
character exists; Sweden practically 
repeats Prussia, offering no instruction 
in popular schools, an optional lecture 
te last vear students in the higher 
secondary schools, particularly those 
for girls, in the discretion of the head 
master or head mistress. Systematic or 
general instruction has developed as 
yet nowhere in Europe.” 

White Slavery Infrequent. 

Explaining the decline {n the sys- 
tematic traffic in young girls, the writ- 
er details successive steps in legisla- 
tion due to popular agitation in late 
years, and asserts that the entrapping 
and immuring of a girl may be classed 
as the exception, like a mysterious 
murder or robbery. 

“Under existing conditions,’ he says, 
“there is absolutely no reason to think 


that such cases occur frequently, 
though there are those who would be 
quick to take advantage of any re- 
laxation of vigilance on the rt of 
governments, the police and the pri- 
vate organizations constantly on the 
alert. In the cases to which, from 
time to time, attention has been sen- 
sationally called, the women involved 
are neither innocent nor deceived, On 
the other hand, there is evidence to 
suggest that European cities and ports 
are utilized for purposes of transit 
to South American ports, where the 
trade still flourishes. A trafficker may 
entice a girl from Poland and Galicia 
on the promise of marriage or work; 
indeed, eve police office in “iu < 
has a list of men thus engaged. The 
countries frot® which women are pro- 
cured are believed to be mainly un- 
gary, Galicia, Poland and Rumania; 
the countries to which they are car- 
ried, Brazil, Argentina, South Africa 
and the Levant.” 

Tt was found that there exists an ex- 
tensive trade in fallen women to meet 
the demand of underworld resorts, and 
back of al! the crass commercialism 
of the cadet and the disorderly house- 
keeper, promoters of an industry ‘“de- 
liberately cultivated by third parties 
for their own profit.” 


Man Still Immoral. 

While publie csinion is’ slowly 
changing, for the better, Mr. Flexner 
believes, he still finds that there is no 
social inhibition as regards immoral- 
ity in man. “Europe has been a man’s 
world,’”’ he writes—“managed by men 
and largely for men—and cynical men 
at that—men distincty lacking in re- 
spect for womanhood, especially of the 
working classes. The military, the 
aristocracy,: the student, are all con- 
ceded their fling. Women, whose in- 
fluence might have been exerted re- 
strainingly, have been trained not to 
pry into the prematrimonial records 
of théir husbands; fathers fashion their 
sons, as a rule, after their own image. 

“Amid conditions as they exist in 
Paris, Berlin and Vienna, and the 
smaller towns like Geneva, which as- 
pire to be world cities by being licen- 
tious, growing youth is characterized 
not by a normal, healthy and natural 
development, but by an over-stimulat- 
ed and purely artificial excitation of 
instinct.” 

“In the hands of the good women 
lies the power for reform,” says Dr. 
Flexner. ‘““Though no quantitative evi- 
dence of improving morality can be 
given, various movements supply proof 
that opinion is udergoing a change 
which must in the end affect conduct. 
Custom once practically constrained 
the French student in the Latin quar- 
ter to swim with the current; now 
it has become possible to lead a blame- 
less life without incurring contempt 
for his idiosyncracy; an impassioned 
literature appealing to the German 
student has made its appearance. The 
woman’s movement will unquestiona- 
bly destroy the passivity of German 
women in respect to masouline irregu- 
larities. The task of developing con- 
tinence in nations habituated to indul- 
gence is one of inexpressible difficul- 
ty; but it may be fairly said that now 
for the first time it has been delib- 
erately faced on the continent by a 
small but earnest. band of men and 
ie bent upon the purification of 
ife.”’ 

Registration a Failure. 


The volume treats at length of the 
inscribed or registered women of vari- 
ous European cities, plying their trade 
under police license,. and brands the 
system a failure.

Consequently 
no regulated city possesses streets as 
free from scandal as the streets of 
Amsterdam, Zurich and Liverpool—all 
non-regulated cities, in which a con- 
sistent and thoroughgoing course of 
action bearing on all women alike is 
feasible.”’ 

To the licensed hous Mr. Flexner 
says, public opinion in Europe is be- 
coming increasingly hostile. “At the 
present time,” he says, “they are per- 
mitted in France, elgium, Austria- 
Hungary and Italy; forbidden in the 

rman empire, Holland, Switzerland 
excepting Geneva), Denmark, Norway, 
weden and Great Britain. In France 
and Austria no further concessions will 
under any circumstances be granted; 
and whenever such a place closes, the 
aa is £0 much nearer extinc- 

on.” 


Segregation Impracticable. 


The vast majority of depraved wom- 
en in Europe live untouched by police 
control, notwithstanding the license 
System, says the § investigator. 
shatters the prevalent idea that 
censed resorts effect segregation. “Seg- 
regation is not undertaken in any Eu- 
ropean city from Budapest to Glasgow. 
Segregation is, therefore, impractica- 
ble; more than this, any attempt to 
bring it about is also recognized to be 
inadvisable. In the first place, the 
impossibility of thoroughness creates 
an obvious opportunity for police cor- 
ruption; a woman who objects to being 
segregated may, for an adequate con- 
sideration, induce the police to over- 
look her, and as hundreds are bound 
to be overlooked, anyway, the chances 
of directing fraud are slender. Again, 
a segregated quarter would give to vice 
the greatest possible prominence. Fi- 
nally, it would expose to moral conta- 
gion those who are already most im- 
perilled and whom every consideration 
of interest and decency should impel 
society to protect—the children of the 
oor. For the segregated quarter will 
nevitably be located where rents are 
low and where the neighbors have least 
influence.” / 

On the whole, Mr. Flexner is of the 
opinion that regulation of any sort is 
calculated to increase the volume of 
immorality. The existence of regula- 
tion, he says, amounts to a tacit ad- 
mission by the state that the business 
is in a sense legitimate, implying, 
moreover, the absence of any male re- 
straint. Compulsory medical attend- 
ance is scored severely. Not only is it 
far from thorough, but by instilling in 
the male a belief in its efficacy it robs 
dissipation of one of its greatest ter- 
rors, and thus increases vice. 

“There is no more pathetic incon- 
ruity than that which is presented in 

the morals bureau of Berlin, Munich 
and Budapest, where a social worker is 
installed for the purpose of dissuasion, 
while the police officer waits in the 
adjoining room ready to authorize the 
career from which well-meaning but 
ineffectual pleading has first endeavor- 
ed to deter. The permission implied 
in the existence of regulation is at 
cross purposes with the sound atti- 
tude implied by the effort to persuade 
the girl to renounce her vicious ways. 
The social effort under these circum- 
Stances is little more than a sop to 
the popular demand that the state ad- 
dress. itself with all its might to pre- 
vention and to salvation and under no 
circumstances to authorization. 
“This, then, is the final and weight- 
iest objection to regulation; not that it 
fails as hygiene, not that it is contemp- 
tible as espionage, not that it is neces- 
Sary as a police measure, but that it 
obstructs and confounds the proper at- 
ote of society towards all social 
éVv e.* 


Must Fling Gauntlet. 


Mr. Flexner argues that, if the social 
evil can be increased by artificial stim- 
ulation, it can likewise be lessened. Its 
complete stamping out, he adds, cannot 
be hopefully prophesied even if sum- 
mary and persistent action were taken, 
but that repression can be directed with 
results against the exploiters of the 
traffic. 

In concluding, Mr. Flexner says our 
attitude toward the social evil, in so 
far as these factors are concerned, can- 
not embody itself in a special remedial 
or repressive policy, for in this sense 
it must be dealt with as part of the 
larger social problems with which it 
is inextricably entangled. Civilization 
has stripped for a life-and-death wres- 
tle with tuberculosis, alcohol and other 
plagues. It is on the verge of a simi- 
ar struggle with the crasser forms 
of commercialized vice. Sooner or lat- 
er it must fling down the gauntlet to 
the whole horrible thing. This will be 
the real contest—a contest that will 
tax the courage, the self-denial, the 
faith, the resources of humanity to 
their uttermost.” 


Morganic Marriages. 
(From Tid Bits.) 


Cupid’s power is strikingly illustrat- 
ed by the sacrifices willingly made by 
royalty, who defy the laws of king- 
doms and marry for love. Often in 
the case of a prince who marries “be- 
neath him,” it means deprivation of 
rank, privileges and wealth, while, al- 
though a morganatic wife enjoys the 
legal privileges of an ordinary wife, 
both she and her offspring are debarred 
from the special rights of the husband 
and father as a royal personage. 

At the same time, however, a prince 
who marries for love cannot, except 
on sufficient ground for divorce, have 
that marriage set aside to marry a 
royal lady. Furthermore, his morgan- 
atic children are legitimate and can in- 
herit his private property. 

The romantic love story of the Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand of Austria, 
and his wife, the Duchess of Hohen- 
berg, who recently stayed with King 
George and Queen Mary at Windsor, 
provides a striking illustration of what 
a woman of inferior rank may have to 
suffer for marrying a royal personage. 
The Archduke who is heir to the Au- 
strian throne, declined to marry any 
of the royal ladies offered for his 
choice for he had fallen in love with a 
maid of honor, the beautiful woman 
who is now his wife. 
Although the emperor at 
his sanction to the marriage, imperial 
honors were denied his bride, and it 
was only after some years that she and 
her husband wore down the prejudice 
which existed against her, and she was 
created duchess by the emperor—a title 
which conferred upon her privileges 
more in harmony with her dignity as 
the lawful wife of the future sov- 
ereign. 

By the terms of the marriage settle- 
ments, however, the Archduke’s wife 
cannot become empress, nor even her 
children succeed to the imperlal brown, 
although. it is pointed out that royal 
marriage settlements have, before now, 
been set aside.

Report of Camp-Fire Girls, 
Thomasville, October 1912-13 


The Campfire girls is an _ inter- 
national organization, with local groups 
known as campfires. The purpose of 
the organization is to perpetuate the 
spiritual ideals of the home under the 
new conditions of a social community. 
The specific way by which it aims at 
this large result is to show that the 
common things of daily life are the 
chief means of beauty, romance and ad- 
venture; to aid in the forming of hab- 
its making for health and vigor, the 
out-of-door habit and the out-of-door 
Spirit; to devise ways of measuring and 
creating standards of woman's work: 
to give girls the opportunity to learn 
how to “keep step;” to learn team work 
through doing it; to help girls and wo- 
men to serve the community, the larger 
home, in the same ways that they have 
always served the individual home: to 
give status and social recognition to 
the knowlewge of the mother and thus 
restore the intimate relationship of 


mothers and daughters to each other; 
to develop a sympathetic understand- 
ing of economic relationship with which 
women come in contact. 

A .single campfire is known by its 
chosen name, which is registered at the 
national headquarters and is composed 
of a guardian and from six to twenty 
girls, not under 12 years of age. A 
junior organization known as “Blue 
Birds” is provided for girls under that 
age. Meetings are held weekly and the 
council fire, the ceremonial meeting at 
which admission of members, awarding 
of honors and acquirement of rank 
takes place, is held customarily once a 
month. ,

This first year of their existence was 
very successful—though active work 
was engaged in for hardly more than 
eight months on account of the absence 
of our guardian and the scattering of 
the members during § the summer 
months. The total membership is forty 
approximately fifteen in each fire. , 

Seven girls were made fire-makers 
at the April council fire, and are to be 
awarded the honor beads* necessary for 
the rank of toreh-bearer at the No- 
vember ceremonial meeting. These 
torch+bearers will be able to act with 
the guardian. About fifteen wood- 
gatherers will qualify for the fire- 
maker rank at a grand couneil fire in 
December, when new members will also

Ordered by the nineteenth conti- 
nental congress: That the number of 
alternates for each chapter be limited 
to ten. 

Chapter regente are earnestly re- 
quested to notice the following regu- 
lation Dearing upon the subject of rep- 
resentation in congress. 

Article Xi, section 5, page 24 of the 
by-laws reads as follows: 

“Each chapter shall elect a regent, 
secretary, registrar, treasurer, other | 
officers and local board of management , 
at that time of year that best suits its' 
convenience, but the delegates must be 
elected on or before the first of ‘March | 
preceding the continental congress. A | 
regent may be empowered by her chap- 
ter to fill any vacancy arising in her | 
delegation from illness or other cause, 
after the first of March, from alternates 
duly elected for that purpose, on or 
before the first of March.”

Osear.-Underwood delivered a merited 
and stinging rebuke to republicans in the 
house_the other day, when he denounced 
several of them as “nanic-preaching brokers 
who cry disaster in order to bring about de- 
pression.”

SHFRE THE RACE LINE FADES. 


- ‘he Constitution commends solemnly to 
the people of Atlanta and of other sou:hern 
communities the significant Moral of a com- 
munication recently printed in these col- 
unins from Health Officer Kennedy, of At- 
lanta. 

*That moral is that the color lines fades 
before death and disease; further, that the 
community that ignores the negro death- 
rate {s feeding its white death-rate. The 
chain is too well-connected to admit of ar- 
gument. And it ought, once and forever, 
to establish the principle that when the 
white man expends money and effort in {m- 
proving. the condi:iou of the negro, the dom- 
inant motive is not philanturopic but stern- 
ly gelf-preservative. 

“And here is the proof. 

In 1913, the white death-rate per thou- 
sand in Atlanta was 11.49. 
dn | 1913, the negro death-rate per thou- 
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than twice as many negroes as whites died 


in Atlanta last year. 

‘There are more than twice as many 
whites as negroes in Atlanta. Yet more 
than twice the number of negroes die. 

That would be appalling enough, if it 
affected the negro alone and if it only 
swelled an unfortunate mortality showing 
for the whole city. 

But, and here ig the point: 

Providence only knows how much of 
that 11.49 per thousand white death rate 
was due to infections that crossed the race 
line. If the negro race were as relatively 
immune to disease as is the white race, the 
white death rate and that of the whole com- 
munity would have decreased radically. 

We make a tragic blunder when we for- 
get that the germ is the original democrat. 
Our canons have set up forever a social 
barrier against the negro. Bu‘ written or 
unwritten law is alike powerless against 
bacilli. They pect one statute only—the 
fundamental statute of sanitation and hy- 
giene. 

The negro who cooks for us; who laun- 
ders for us; who drives for us; who waits 
on us at home or in cafes; who tends the 
door at our offices; who mans our street- 
fleets of trade and commerce; who rubs 
elbows with us on highway or trolley or 
other public place— 

Is the negro who comes from the centers 
where is recruited that death-rate twice 
exceeding our own death-rate. He may come 
from houses or hovels scourged by typhoid, 
by. malaria, by tuberculosis, by scarlet 
fever, by diphtheria, numbers of other com- 
municable diseases. He is untaught in the 
most primary way of detecting these dis- 
eases- He may be afflicted without know- 
ing it. 

* But in the pursuit of his business, he 
crosses the race-line and the white man 
pays the penalty. 

What, then? 

One sanitary law for white and black 
and an undiscriminating, rigid enforcement 
of that law. 

That is the only way. 

We may not be the negro’s “keeper.” 

But the reservoir of diseases among ig- 
norant negroes is today the greatest danger 
that menaces the health of the white race 
in the southern states. 


THE FINANCE REPORT. 

Two main facts are evident in the ten- 
tative apportionment sheet framed by the 
finance committee of council: 

(1) That while obvious lack of financial 


resources on part of the city prevented the 
committee from providing enough money to 
complete many important street improve- 
ment enterprises, it has yet been able to 
do enough additional on each of them to 
justify property owners in proceeding upon 
the work of development, assured now of 
the completion of these important enter- 
prises. 

(2) That other manifest and urgent im- 
provements, such as new and better schools, 
new and better hospital facilities, etc., are 
estopped by sheer lack of money and must 
rely for all hope upon a bond issue. 

It is a source of encouragement, how- 
ever, that the committee, in co-operation 
with the mayor, has seen its way to afford 
these vital street projects on both sides of 
the city appropriations for definite progress. 
The streets involved in this program, or at 
least several of them, will have to undergo 
a radical change of grade. Many will have 
to be widened. Blue prints already prepared 
and work on several of them already done, 
forecast the topography of the streets when 
improvements are completed. But, mani- 
festly, property owners have not felt justi- 
fied in proceeding about improvements until 
they knew that the work on behalf of the 
city would not come to a standstill. That 
necessary impetus has been given and the 
uncertainty ended. The forces of develop- 
ment, heretofore marking time, will be 
loosened and in many parts of Atlanta we 
shall shortly have at work active influences 
for upbuilding, enhancement of values and 
general prosperity. Incidentally, any inter- 
ested property owner who yet remains 
skeptical regarding the value of regrading 
and general street rehabilitation, has only 
to pay a visit to rebuilt Ivy street to be con- 
vinced. 

It is, of course, a source of keen regret 
that provision is not to be made for the 
standardizing of the public school system, 
the extension of hospital and health facili- 
ties and other fundamental, permanent im- 
provements. These projects are doomed so 
long as we cling to the uneconomic plan of 
trying to finance permanent improvements 
out of current revenue, which is scarcely 
enough to meet even maintenence charges. 


A QUACK REMEDY. 


The voluminous Senator Martine, of 
New Jersey, recommends government own- 
ership of the coal mines in West Virginia 
and, assumedly, elsewhere, as a cure for 
strikes and other industrial disturbances. 
Many grave abuses have developed under 
private ownership in West Virginia and the 
senator is justified in viewing the situation 
with feelings of keen emotion. 

The Martine suggestion illustrates one 
of the minor disadvantages of the inevitable 
extension of federal functions. Because 
federal control or supervision has proved 
beneficial with. several huge enterprises, es- 
sentially public in their nature, the more 
hasty thinker is apt to acclaim it as a rem- 
edy for every economic and industrial ill 
under the sun. If we carry the Martine doc- 
trine to its logical conclusion, we shall 
have stace or federal control of virtually 
every activity that entails relations be- 
‘ween one man as employer and another as 
employee. Every factory scrike, every de 
partment store squabble could be twisted 
into an argument in favor of government 
intervention. The topsy-turvy lengths the 
things might go do not easily lend them- 
selves to imagination. 

What is really needed, under public or 
private ownership, is increasing popular 
pressure against oppression and injustice 
from one side or the other, And the slow 
process of education must be relied upon 
to bring public sentiment to a realization of 
its duty no less than itis rights in such 
premises. 
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RAILROADS AND BUSINESS. 

One of the most significant changes re- 
cently registered in public sentiment in 
America is contained in the following reso- 
lution passed by the board of directors of 
the National Business League of America, 
subsequent to its action in declaring ‘that 
the eastern railroads should be allowed to 
increase their freight tariffs 5 per cent: 


We believe that the present net 
earnings of the railways are insuffi- 
cient for the proper maintenance of 
equipment, extension of facilities, effi- 
cient service and safety of life and 
property resulting also in the curtail- 
ment of purchases from dependent in- 
dustries which seriously cripples the 
general business of the country. 

That declaration and its source are im- 
pressive enough in themselves. But when 
to it is added the concurrent action of the 
national shoe manufacturers and the repre- 
sentatives of other commercial and indus- 
trial activities, the movement takes on truly 
national proportions. 

One year ago, even, such a development 
would have been impossible, for several rea- 
sons. One, the utter distrust of the railroads 
and the fear that they would revert to the 
old-time financial piracy, melons and looting. 
Another, skepticism as to the urgent need 
of improvements. Another, doubt of ability 
of traffic to bear the added burden. Fourth, 
lingering belief in the ravings of the dema- 
gogue. 

The last three of these misgivings have 
virtually been dissolved. There is now no 
question in responsible quarters that the 
plight of the railroads penalizes business. 
Business men are coming to believe it is 
cheaper to stand a small increase in tariffs 
than to accept the alternative of a demoral- 
ized transportation system. The demagogue 
is being sent about his business. The last 
stubborn barrier is fear that the roads may 
again develop financial high jinks, and that 
increase in revenue may go to “water” in- 
stead of betterments. : 

Upon the convincing of the public and 
the interstate commerce commission of the 
permanent conversion of the railroads de- 
pends the fate of theff appeal now pending, 
and, to a great extent, the quick return of 
prosperity. Confessedly, the roads cannot 
now float their securities unless they are 
assured larger and more stable revenue. 
And until they can float their securities the 
rehabilitation so urgently needed will re- 
main indefinitely in the background. 

The appeal of the National Business 
league says the inability of the railroads to 
go into the buying market cripples business 
generally. It does. It is estimated that the 
sum of approximately one billion dollars is 
needed to rehabilitate the transportation 
systems of the country. That amount would 


filter into every conceivable channel of ac-- 


tivity, giving prosperity a boost: it has no 
enjoyed in several years. | , 


AN ATLANTA APPLE SHOW. 


Formal recognition of one of the greatest 
future industries in Georgia, that of apple 
culture, is implied in a recent step taken by 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. At the 
first 1914 meeting of the directors of the 
chamber it was agreed to make an apple and 
horticultural exhibit part of the annual corn 
show, to be held next autumn. The decision 
was reached as a result of the investigation 
and efforts of H. G. Hastings, chairman of 
the committee on agriculture. 

People who regard with gratification and 
amazement the phenomenal development of 
the peach industry in Georgia are now be- 
ginning to realize that opportunities of an 
even more spectacular and profitable nature 
offer in the encouragement of the apple in- 
dustry. 

The Blue Ridge section of Georgia is 
particularly adapted to apple production. 
The mountain coves and hillsides yield the 
best sort of fruit, and furnish the kind of 
climate suited to the peculiar needs of the 
fruit. It is only a few years ago that apples 
from a Rabun county orchard captured a 
first prize at the national apple show in 
Spokane, in the heart of the great western 
apple belt. And since then the displays 
made in Atlanta and elsewhere by railroads 
and other industrial agencies have borne 
eloquent testimony to the fact that no other 
section of the country could surpass the 
Georgia apple in size, appearance and flavor. 

One great advantage the apple offers 
over the peach is its superior hardiness. 
The frost that would nip the peach out of 
existence and precede a year of failure only 
stimulates the growth of the apple and _ in- 
creases its marketability. Another ad- 
vantage is that the apple does not require 
refrigerator cars in shipment, can be han- 
dled without more than normal! care and 
finds a sale for virtually the entire year. 

Capitalists and small farmers in Georgia 
are coming more and more to a realization 
of these facts. An apple adjunct at the an- 
nual corn show would hasten the process, 
There is no reason why Georgia should not 
produce enough apples to supply the na- 
tional demand. A comprehensive display in 
Atlanta would prove of definite educational 
interest.

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THE BEECHER-TILTON TRIAL 


Beyond any and all other events of its 
kind during the past century, the trial of 
Rev Henry Ward Beecher, for nearly thir- 
ty years pastor of the Plymouth church, 
Brooklyn, N. ¥., for undue attention to Mrs. 
Theodore Tilton, as charged by her hus- 
band, excited the public mind from one end 
of the land to the-other, and this continued 
with unabated intensity until the final end 
of the case, nearly six months later. 

Eager crowds daily attended the 
which turned out to be the longest and most 
bitter judicial contest in the annals of Armer- 
ican jurisprudence. The most powerful le- 
gal talent of the bar of New York and else- 
where composed the coynsel of the respective 
parties. Over this trial Judge Neilson pre- 


sided. 

Mrs. Tilton, seated with Mr. 
friends, was in almost daily attendance. 
tinguished people from all parts of the coun- 
try were visitors to the eourt. Flowers and 
applause were liberally bestowed upon the 
plaintiff and the defendant by their respec- 
tive supporters. . 

Of the two great characters in this legal 
and social battle, Henry Ward Beecher and 
Theodore Tilton, it is safe to say that each 
had attained a shining eminence almost un- 
equalled in their respective spheres. As a 
preacher, author and reformer Mr. Beecher 
was known all over the civilized world. For 
nearly thirty years he had ministered to the 
game church, and that the largest Protestant 
church on the continent. 

Of.this chureh Mrs. Tilton had been a 
devout member from her girlhood, as also 
had Mr. Tilton for a period of years prior 
to 1870, the closest personal intimacy exist- 
ing between the three. Mr. Tilton was edi- 
tor of “The Independent,” a paper of wide 
influence, and as a‘scholar, orator and jour- 
nalist he occupied a place in the very ftore- 
most rank. 

On the lith of January, 1875, and there- 
after for nearly six consecutive months, the 
Brooklyn city court assembled day after da) 
to try this mémorable action at law by Mr. 
Tilton against Mr. Beecher, the damages be- 
ing laid at one hundred thousand dollars. 

Mr. Tilton based his charges mainly on 
a circumstantial confession made to him bs 
Mrs. Tilton in July, 1870, accompanied by 
citations from Mr. Beecher’s arguments and 
reasonings with her to overcome her scruples 
against their relations. 

On the evening of December 30, 1870, Mr. 
Tilton conveyed to Mr. Beecher through the 
hand of an old friend, a request for an in- 
terview at the house of the latter. On this 
occasion Mr. Tilton. drew Mr. Beecher’s at- 
tention to a written paper containing the 
substance of the confession hitherto made 
by Mrs. Tilton. 

Thereupon Mr. Beecher called on Mrs. Til- 
ton and accused her of having made a dam- 
aging confession, and she acknowledged that 
she had, but said she could not

fessed to an undue affection for Mr. Beecher, 
it would be easier for Tilton to confess his 
own alien loves, and that this would be the 
beginuing of a new and better life. 

At the suggestion of. Mr. Beecher 
revoked this confession in writing. “I was 
persuaded to it,” she wrote, “wearied with 
importunity and weakened with sickness.” 

In order to still further implicate himself, 
Mr. Beecher dicated an apology to .Mr. Til- 
ton for his conduct to his wife, but at the 
trial Mr. Beecher affirmed that it was not 
an authentic document and that he meant no 
criminal friendship. | 

Of the one hundred and eleven witnesses 
in this wonderful case, only three really gave 
any damaging evidence against the minister, 
Mr. Tilton, Mr. Moulton, who had been a 
mutual friend, and Mrs. Moulton. On the 
witness stand Mr. Beecher denied all the ac- 
cusations made against him, and branded as 
false the incriminating interview Mrs. Moul- 
ton claimed she had with Mr. Beecher. 

Mr. Beecher’s appearance on the witness 
stand was the culminating point of interest 
in this intensely exciting social and legal 
drama. By his side, throughout the entire 
trial, sat his wife. When it came to an end 
and the jury retired they carried away with 
them volumes containing the evidence and 
the judge’s charge and rulings, comprising 
over five thousand closely printed double- 
column pages. They were out the unpre- 
cedented period of seven days, but failed to 
agree, finally standing nine for the defend- 
ant and three for the plaintiff.

so that they will be neither tough nor greasy. 
One important thing all cooks should bear 
in mind when making doughnuts is to use 
vlenty of lard, as the more lard there is in 
the kettle for them to cook in, the less ac- 
tually will be absorbed by the dough. 

Doughnuts. 

One and one-half cups of sugar, 2 eres, 1 
teaspoon baking soda, nutmeg to flavor, 1 
tablespoon butter, 1 vint of sour cream or 
milk, 1-2 teaspoon of salt flour to make 
soft dough. 

Mix the dough in,the usual manner, ad- 
ding the baking soda to the cream, then roll 
out and cut out with the doughnut eutter 
and fry in hot lard. Milk, of course, may be 
used, but cream makes a better doughnut 
This quantity is sufficient to make six 
dozen doughnuts.

Dr. Henry Cope Gives Fine Lecture. 
The lecture delivered to the Month- 
congress -and other interested 
mothers of Atlanta by Dr. Henry Cope 
was an occasion of real value to the 
community. Dr. Cope is an enthusiast 


}on the subject of the proper rearing of 


children and has had wide experience 
in social service work. He - believe 
that the best-asset any city could pos- 
Sibly have is a healthy, happy and con- 
sequently moral set of young people. 
He has observed widely throughout 
the country and ne declares that it is 
becoming more and more generally 
recognized each year that provision for 
city playgrounds, for playgrounds ade- 
quately equipped in schools and parkxs, 
should be a prominent part in the de- 
velopment of any modern city. He 
cites as a remarkable instance of this 
fact, that in Chicago the city council 
recently condemned a full half-block 
of valuable property in the fashionable 
Hyde park suburb because a school 
had been built there and the space was 
needed for a playground. Dr. Cope an- 
nounced as his opinion that the play- 
grounds of our pwhblic .schools should 
never be closed from 6 in the morn- 
ing until 10 at night; that in provid- 
ing places for organized and super- 
vised play a city builds a protection 
arainst vice. His views of this sub- 
ject were most pronounced, as well as 
his advocacy of sex «nstruction for the 
young. He said, however, that he did 
not think we were yet ready for a 
general application of this instruction 
in our elementary schools, but that he 
believed children shvuld be taught the 
truth about sex matters in the home. 
As this has always been the theory of 
the Mothers’ congress, Dr. Cope’s views 
were welcomed by his hearers. He paid 
a most beautiful tribute to mothers; 
to womanhood and to the home in- 
fluence as the rock upon which all 
modern society should be built.

Sex Hygiene Should Be Taught Only in 
the Home. 

The need for systematic 
of the young in all 
to sex hygiene, in order that self-pro- 
tection of the individual and the pro- 
per protection of the race may result, 
is no longer a subject of doubt or con- 
jecture. 

Students ef psychology and of child 
life have decreed that no child should 
be permitted to grow to maturity with- 
out learning the great truths of life. 
This is a protection which it is his 
right to expect and which it may be 
his misfortune to deplore if it is de- 
nied him. It is also an urgent need of 
modern society; the movement for race 
betterment is world-wide: the founda- 
tion for the consummation of this 
movement is laid in child knowledge. 
It is upon this cornerstone that our 
hope of a finer and a better civiliza- 
tion is built. Ignorance has held our 
young too long in bondage; the state 
is not alone responsible for the spread 
of white salvery; tne natural guar- 
dians of the child must share this 
awful burden. The curtain of mystery 
which hangs, close drawn, over the 
vital questions of our world is so al- 
luring that the temptation to catch a 
glimpse of what lies behind the scene 
is too great to be long resisted. It is 
from this temptation that the Mothers’ 
congress would protect the children in 
our care. Every mother would readily 
unite in a systematic effort to guard 
her children from the touch of pes- 
tilence too _ horrible to consider 
calmly. 

But so much depends upon the man- 
ner in which the veil is lifted that the 
Mothers’ congress wishes to declare 
again one of its most fixed and posi- 
tive principles: in the home alone 
should sex hygiene be taught. Onlv 
a mother’s hand is gentle enough to 
touch so delicate a subject; it will de- 
mand courage, perhaps, but true moth- 
ers never lack that supreme quality. 
It exists in a woman’s heart from the 
first moment that motherhood becomes 
her privilege, and it does not fail her 
in the great crisis of life. Here, in- 
deed, is a sacred duty; a privilege 
which no true mother will resign to 
any hand but her own, no matter how 
wise or how competent that hand may 
be. Danger there is, indeed, if this 
knowledge enters the child-mind in 
any other way or through any other 
medium. 

In the schoolroom all that is taught 
is lightly discussed; reverence has no 
place there and is in no way @ssociated 
with Knowledge gained from books. 
How can the mind disassociate the 
bald facts connected with arithmetic, 
geography, grammar and the like, and 
suddenly invest a new subject, taught 
from a book, openly and freely, with 
a halo of sentiment and sacred silence? 
To create this halo is indeed a moth- 
er’s function, in the silence and quiet 
of the home. There are books which 
will show the ignorant mother the 
way; there are lectures from physi- 
eians and scientists which will give the 
knowledge necessary for the mother 
herself to have in order to impart it, 
but there is danger, dark, threatening 
and very real, in -intrusting this 
knowledge to otitec-hands than hers. 
It is gratifying to note that our own 
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state superintendent of education, Pro- 
fessor M. L. Brittain, agrees with the 
Mothers’ congress on this point. It is 
most significant to watch the trend: of 
the times in larger cities and state: 
and to note the suppression of this 
subject in the schoglroom. Chicago,

Instruction for Mothers. 

In order that the mothers of A 
lanta might learn physical and psy- 
chical truths regarding the complex or- 
ganism of their children, a series of 
lectures by prominent physicians was 
arranged by the mothers’ class of an 
Atlanta church. These lectures began 
in 1912 and covered the general sub- 
ect of “Biology and Its Relation to 

ace Development.” This course was 
well attended by interested 
and during the

ized form. The lectures during 1913 
covered such subjects as “The _ Rela- 
tion of the Mother to the Child,” in- 
cluding both physical and mental re- 
lations; “The Nervous System of the 
Child,” “Exercise, Early Training, 
Food and Sleep,’ and “The Adolescent 
Period.” The tatter lectures took the 
mothers deep into the psychological 
study of the child through the medium 
of its physiological development, and 
as eac subject was handled by 
physicians of recognized ability and 
standing, most valuable knowledge was 
gained. 

i 
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Any class of mothers wi!ll find it is 
not fficult to secure lecturers on 
these and kindred subjects and it is 
imperatively necessary for mothers to 
have such knowledge before they can 
guide the young lives intrusted to their 
care into the pathway of safe, sane 
and protective knowledge. 

Religious Development of the Child. 

The need of some safe book on the 
above subject is often felt by mothers 
and to those who are interested a book 
by this title, written by Rufus Wash- 
ington Weaver, M™. A., Th. D., D. D., is 
a volume of rare value. It is, as its 
frontispiece frankly states, “An 
Evangelical Study from the Scientific 
Viewpoint,” and is unusual because it 
adheres to this platform and reconciles 
the evangelical with the scientific in a 
way seldom possible for the ordinary 
author. The book is being used at 
present by Dr. Charles Daniels as a 
basis for a series of lectures delivered 
to the mothers class of the First Bap- 
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410 Members in One Parent-Teacher 
Ciaub in Los Angeles. 

A public school that numbers 410 
mothers in one parent-teacher club is 
one that is destined to accomplish 
great things in its community. The 
Jefferson school of Los Angeles, Cal., 
has the distinction of claiming the 
above mentioned membership and that 
club is only one of 130 parent-teacher 
clubs in that California city. All these 
clubs are united with the National 
Congress of Mothers and in the ag- 
gregate 6,000 members pay annual 
dues of 10 cents per member to the 
national organization.

Do You Know What the Word “Euathe- 
nics” Means? 
“Euthenies,”’ of course, cannot be found 
in the dictionary, but as a term ap- 
plied to child development we should 
all recognize it at once and possibly 
many of us do not. At the annual 
conference of the Colorado branch of 
the National Congress of Mothers a 
lecture was given on “‘“‘Euthenics,”’ 
which proved to be a subject dealing 
with child environment as this en- 
vironment affects the body and mind. 
It is a comprehensive term to express 
a somewhat complex subject and no 
doubt will become universally used 
when the subject it deals with is bet- 
ter understood from a scientific view- 

point.

This is the short story of the abuse 
of .a little girl. A white woman in 
Morgan, county, West Virginia, was ar- 
rested with her negro paramour and 
convicted of a statutory offense Her 
little white child, Jessie, was locked 
in jail with the mother in quarters oc- 
cupied by two negro women. This in 
the year of our Lord, 1913, October 2. 
Mrs. G. MelIntire-Weaver, the unre- 
generate (so far as favoring women 
in the professions in concerned) to 
practice law in West Virginia, heard 
of the child’s plight and at once wrote 
to the state humane, society. No ac- 
tion was taken, whereupon she ap- 
pealed to the governor, who immediate- 
lv set the humane society to work. It 
was, however, November 15 before 
these men got their agent on the field. 
Still in the same year, 1913, to be 
sure. Meanwhile what might happen? 
did happen? Jessie, five days 
the arrival of the agent, had 
been taken from the jail and placed 
could be better provided for. On No- 
vember 19 she was returned to the 
jail and told of criminal assault by 
the man in whose home she had been 
placed! This was corroborated by a 
physician, but for some reason no at- 
tempt was made to apprehend the crim- 
inal and he was thus enabled to leave 
the country and go into hiding. 

Mrs. W eaver, learning that the 
agent sent on November 15 had done 
nothing for Jessie, and that the au- 
thorities were contem ah releas- 
ing moher and child from jail, tele- 
graphed to the president of the state 
board of control, to Governor Hatfleld 
and to the humane society on No- 
vember 28, and at last an agent of the 
humane society appeared, secured the 
poor, abused little waif and oarried 
off, a ward of the state. The 
monster, her assailant, is probably 
still at large. 

An energetic woman lawyer alone 
performed the vigilant part of human 
justice. While men sat at their desks 
she bestirred herself for the neglected, 
forlorn child. What a lesson to the 
chivalrous men of Georgia who for- 
bade Mrs. Weaver recognition at the 
bar and thus denied her valuable serv- 
ices to her home state! The children of 
Georgia have these chivalrous men, of 
course, to look after them. What need, 
forsooth, have they of a woman's sym- 
pathy and quick wit? They are the 
authors of wonderful child labor 
laws and age-of-consent laws in Geor- 
gia. They believe woman’s work is 
exclusively in the _ kitchen. Women 
like Mrs. Weaver might hurry justice 
along rather inconveniently in certain 
cases, instead of allowing chivalry Its 
comfortable jog-trot. 

Women like Mrs. Weaver might, if 
sufficiently empowered, snatch too 
many of the youth from the grip of 
cruel iaws and conventions! Georgia, 
one of three states which still refuse 
women the chance to make a ood 
living by practicing law within their 
borders, will yet F the right thing 
when the law places women on a plane 
of equality with men in “the Em- 
pire State of the South.” _The many 
Atlanta friends of Mrs. Weaver will 
be glad to know that she is succeed- 
ing so well in her chosen profession.

St. Petersburg, January 17.—Russia’s 
“Black Cabinet” has brought on a minor 
international crisis. The “Black Cab- 
inet” is a vast secret organization sub- 
ect to the minister of the interior, 
which sples on private correspondence; 
and now Great Britain, Japan and 
Italy are complaining that the cabinet, 
in its thirst for surreptitious knowl- 
edge, is ignoring the postal convention 
which declares private correspondence 
to be inviolable When the malilbags 
via Siberia from England to Japan, or 
the mallbags back from Japan, arrive 
at their destination they are often a 
week late; and many of the letters bear 
signs of having been tampered with. 
Sometimes no concealment is made. 
Newspapers are opened, articles cen- 
sored and blacked out with the sticky 
mixture which Russians call “print 
‘aviare.” One Japanese mailbag which 
arrived via Siberia in Moscow on the 
first of August was not dispatched to 
London untill the 9th of August, though 
iy scheduie it ought to have been dis- 
patched on the day of arrival. And sev- 
eral letters were lost. 


Basis of the Protest. 


italy’s protest has another basis. It 
is that the “Black Cabinet’ meddles 
not only. with Russo-Italian corre- 
spondence, but that it even maintains 
at Rome under the nose of the Italian 
police, a “Black Cabinet” manned by 
Ktussians and by Italians, which inter- 
cepts the letters of Russians resident 
in Italy; opens them and sometimes, 
out of too much professional zeal, even 
steals letters. from Italians to Italians. 
The “Black Cabinet” isso bold at times 
that, after reading private letters, it 
does not take the trouble to forward 
them to their destination, but destroys 
them. That fate overtakes even let- 
ters which have nothing to do with 
Russian affairs. Invitations to dinner 
and amarous, scented epistles making 
appointments to meet in the Forum 
are sacrificed to’ Russia’s spy system.

It is estimated that at least 7,000 
officials are engaged in these cabinets; 
but this number does not include the 
host of auxiliary workers and 
stealers. Vassili' Desyatinsky, an ex- 
gendarme who is now making revela- 
tions, says that the number is only 
4,200; but that the auxiliary workers 
number at least 6,000. The “Black 
Cabinets” are governed by the follow- 
ing rules: Firstly, that they must 
open all letters addressed to suspected 
persons, or to persons who have been 
convicted of political offenses. This

fice and demand certain letters. Some- 
times instructions are sent to a local 
postoffice to send all letters to the 
nearest “Black Cabinet,” and the result 
is that letters written to friends who 


‘live ten miles away may be sent two 


hundred miles into another province, 
and so take days to deliver. The sys- 
tem of opening is by steaming. When 
damage comes to the envelopes, thev 
are stamped “damaged during transit.” 


The second work of the “Black Cabi- 


net” is known as “ruibolovliya,” that 
is, “fishing.”” It consists in opening 
letters addressed to persons not sus- 
pected, this on the mere chance that 
they may contain political matter; or 
reveal anti-governmental plots. 
How “Black Cabinet’’ Works. 

The “Black Cabinet’s’”’ principle is 
to open one out of a certain number 
of letters. The number has varied. 
Czar Nichols Il. gave the chief of his 
“Biack Cabinet,” Colonel Karamuis- 
cheff, orders to open all letters. This 
system proved too cumbrous. Under 
Alexander IL, “fishing’’ was aban- 
joned: but it was revived in the next 
reign, when one in every 250 letters 
was the rule. During the first part 
of the revolutionary outbreak of 
1904-6, one letter in every hundred 
Was opened. At present, the rule fs 
yne in a thousand. This practice has 
very little value. The chances are a 
thousand to one against any danger- 
cus letter being opened, as long 
‘t is addressed to a person whom 
“Black Cabinet” does not suspect. 

St. Petersburg has the . largest 
‘Black Cabinet.’’ When the central 
postoffice was rebuilt a decade back, 
a fine suite of rooms was provided. 
Iiere sit the gendarme officers in 
charge and their subordinates. Let- 
ters of specially interesting character 
are sert to the gendarmery, or to the 
“Okhrana” the detective center; and 
here they are photographed, and in 
rost cases sent on.

Russian railroads, all round, are nests 
of ‘“‘perlustration,’ and this is so well 
known that the European embassies 
never use the post even for private 
letters.

Against the “Black Cabinet” is Min- 
ixter of Communications Ruchloff, who 
is relatively liberal, and likes to pose 
as very liberal. Ruchloff refuses to 
let the “Black Cabinet” travel free in 
the Siberian mail cars, and he quotes 
the law. which gives that right only 
to postoffice clerks. Minister of the 
Interior Maklakoff replies that the 
cabinet members have always traveled 
free on trains. Behind this storm in 
a teacup are certain private interests, 
and in particular, there is the zeal 
of Maklakoff to» justify his claim to 
have made the spy system more ef- 
ficient 

Foreign Countries. 


The third and most dangerous sec- 
tion of the “Black Cabinet” is at work 
in foreign countries. The cabinet is ac- 
tive in every great European capital, 
and its work is to watch the corre- 
spondence of exiles, and of Russians 
voluntarily resident abroad, who are 
nearly all foes of the government 
Until three years ago little was known 
of this, but when Bourtseff made his 
famous revelations in 1910 it was 
shown that at least 150 “Black Cabi- 
net’ men were engaged in “perlustra- 
tion” in foreign lands. Even compara- 
tively free London has its “Black Cabi- 
net,” though it has no relations with 
the English postal authorities or with 
the English police. In continental 
countries the cabinet works, or worked 
in the past, more or less together with 
the local political police, and it found 
an excuse for this by making out that 
all malcontents were advocates of ter-

The Olympic committee has got ahead 
of Sweden and England in making 
preparations. It began practical meas- 
ures'by sending Carl Diem and a com- 
mission to the United States to inquire 
into the causes of American success. 
Diem is the secretary of the German 
Athletic association, who did wonders 
for athletics in the years 1908-12. The 
report of Diem’s commission is here 
considered to be relatively encourag- 
ing, for it locates the causes of Amer- 
ican suceess in factors which Germany 
can hope to imitate.

Cause of American Success. 


The fundamental cause of American 
success, says Diem, is not the special 
trainine: but the universal participa- 
Lion of American youth in games and 
athletics. This has produced a na- 
tional physique which is far superior 
to Gerrrany’s. To this cause are traced 
the splendid facilities for games 
n Amezica, the plentiful provision of 
open spaces and playing grounds. An- 
‘ther treason is the participation of 
American women in games. That ha3 
produc:d a more athletic physique 
‘han is possible in Germany, where 
only lawn tennis Is played by women. 
The American system, says Diem, in- 
sures that every youth shall have an 
opportinity to show his taient in some 
game, and thus the whole play and 
achletic talent of the . republi is 
hmrought out, and no g00d man ¢#- 
capes. In Germany only a very small 
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! rrinori-, play, and probably nine- 
tenths of the latent German talent for 
a partcular form of sport is 
preught to light This factor 
n.ore imrortant than the

anywhere tin Europe. Germany

The chief practical result of the 
Diem committee is the engagement of

Washington, January 17.—The cli- 
max of America’s educational struc- 
ture would be consummated through 
the establishment in Washington of 
“the National University of the United 
States,’ in the opinion of Representa- 
tive Foss, of Ohio, who has intro- 
duced a bill proposing such an insti- 
tution. An initial appropriation of 
$500,000 is asked. 

The measure provides that the insti- 
tution be supported by government 
and individual donations, and its ob- 
jects would be to advance science and 
the fine arts, to train men and women 
for posts of responsibility in public 
and private service, to co-operate with 
the government’s scientific bureaus 
and to work in conjunction with pub- 
lic and private institutions of learn- 
ing of the country. The _ president 
would be empowered to name a board 
of trustees and they would be au- 
thorized to accept gifts and donations 
from any “legitimate source.” 

“This. the richest nation of the 
world,” said Mr. Foss, in discussing the 
matter today, “can well afford to sup- 
port the universtiy out of the federal 
treasury. It is time for us to act and 
realize the dream of Washington and 
his successors, Adams, Jefferson, Madi- 
son, Monroe and others.”

As is known to every one, the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad belongs to 
the state of Georgia: it runs from At- 
lanta to Chattanooga, a distance of 
156.8 miles, and is leased to the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road for $420,012 per annum. 

The present lease expires December 
27, 1919. 

The Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road owns 71 per cent of the capital 
stock of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroad, the lessee com- 
The Louisville and Nashville 
has trackage rights over the state road 
for its trains, through Etowah, Tenn., 
Cartersville to Atlanta, and for 
trains through Knoxville, Tenn., from | 
Marietta to Atlanta. In addition to 
leasing its road and the physical prop- 
erties actually used in railway opera- 
tions, the state leases other valuable 
properties, including city real estate 
in Chattanooga, all included in the 
gross rental above mentioned.

has taken a prominent and active part. 

The society is working in harmony 
with the charitable organizations and 
orphans’ homes which already exist, 
and is doing a wonderful work. There 
is a Gistinect difference between the 
society’s work and that accomplished 
by the orphanages. The society is 
based on the idea that the ideal way 
to provide for the normal homeless 
child it to have it adopted in a pri- 
vate home where it will be brought up 
as a son or daughter in the family. 
The society has: not only taken care 
of a great many orphan foundlings 
and abandoned infants who come to 
it direct, but has also found perma- 
nent homes for many children from the 
various orphanages. 

The idea is to extend the work so 
that the orphan institutions shall fi- 
nally become homes for the temporary 
care Of moral children unt!l they can 
be found privaté homes, and also for 
the permanent care of children who are 
sub-normal or feeble-minded, or who 
for any other reasons cannot be prop- 
erly adopted inte a private home. This 
method, it is believed, will be not 
only better for ‘the child, but will in 
the lon run relieve the state and 
pudlic of a very heavy expense. 

Robert B. McCord. superintendent of 
the society, is at present engaged in 
extending the scope of the work all 
over Georgia. He has five agents in 
the field and the state has been divided 
into districts with the principal head- 
quarters in Atlanta, Columbus, Savan- 
Augusta. Thus far the state 
asked for no appropriation 
and the support has been practically 
bv private subscriptions, though a

RAIL RATES NO FACTOR 
IN THE COST OF LIVING 


Chicago, January —Transportation 
charges by railroads throughout the 
United States are so low that they are 
not a factor in the high cost of living, 
according to C. A. Prouty, of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, who ad- 
dressed the Traffic club of Chicago 
yesterday. , 

“The general level: of railway rates 
in nearly all parts of the country has 
been lowered to a point where it can- 
not be any further reduced,” the 
speaker said. “Stability is of more 
importance nowadays in the determina- 
tion of railroad rates than is elasticity. 

“The shipper must know that fixed 
rules govern his business. There is no 
occasion for perpetual change in our 
tariffs. Elasticity of rates means pref- 
erence and discrimination. The contin- 
ual change benefits no one. 

“The interstate conimerce commission 
will never be efficient until it has the 
power to regulate freight, passenger 
and express rates. If the rates were 
made by the federal government the 
process would be simplified.”

Administering Georgia’s “Blue Sky’ Law 
Is No Easy Task, As Phil Cook Will Tell You 


By 7. B. Conner. 

if any man imagines that the ad- 
ministration of a “Dlue sky” law is 
an easy task, let him call on Secre- 
tary of State Phil Cook and he will 
soon be undeceived. Friends of Mr. 
Cook all know that he is not averse 
to work and that he has never at any 
time Been an idle man, but he himself 
admits that he hardly knew the mean- 
ing of the word “work” until he had a 
“blue sky” law on his hands. 

Mr. Cook has generally been regard- 
ed as the most approachable man that 
does business in the state capitol. All 
that his friends had to do was to walk 
back to the genial secretary of state’s 
ample office and they would find a 
reception as ample as the office in 
which he perférmed his daily tasks. 
Now it is all changed. Imagine the 
surprise of the casual caller during 
the last two or three weeks, when he 
had been stopped in the ante-room and 
told that Mr. Cook had locked himself 
up in his office. He could not be seen 
unless the visitor had business of 
special importance and then he would 
have to make an engagement. 

Nor does the secretary of § state’s 
work end with his office hours. While 


he has heretofore been an observer of 
Ben Franklin’s well Known maxim con- 


cerning the man who is “early to bed 
and early to rise,” the secretary of 
dgtate now finds,it necessary often to 
“burn the midnight oil,” if I may use 
a purly figurative expression. 

And it is all because the legislature 
gave him a “blue sky” law to look after 
without ever seeming to consider that 
there would be any extra work in- 
volved in it. Other states which have 
passed “blue sky” laws have generally 
accompanied the law with a provision 
for the employment of clerks, at least 
sufficient to look after the mechanical 
part of the administration. 


FIGURE IT OUT 
FOR YOURSELF. 


Figure to yourself 117 applicants in 
a single day with a variety of schemes 
to work upon the good people of Geor- 
gia, who Rave easy money in their 
pockets, such as would baffle the finan- 
cial ingenuity of a Morgan or a Rocke- 
feller to unravel.

At least, that is what he sin- 
cerely believes. He only wants per- 
mission to dispose of $100,000 worth of 
stock in order that he may be able to 
manufacture and market the device. 
There is dig money in it for every- 
body.

He has no money, of 
course, but this he can get, if he is 
allowed to sell $50,000 or $100,000 
worth of stock. So he goes to the 
secretary of state ‘to explain his 
scheme. 

HIS PLAN FOR MAIL 
ORDER HOUSE. 


“You d®e, Mr. Cook,” he begins, “‘the 
plan is this. I will issue a catalog in 
which will be listed almost everything 
that a man iis liable to need from 
toothpicks to automobiles. Then I 
will make a contract with the manu- 
facturers by which I can secure the 
articles advertised at bottom whole- 
sale prices, when I show them that I 
will have a demand for them in large 
quantities. I cin then offer foods to 
custorniers at lower prices than they 
can possibly buy them from their lo- 
cal merchants and still resérve aA 
handsome commission for my com- 
pany.” 

‘If you aré going to buy the ar- 
ticles from manufaeturers a8 your or- 
ders cothe in, why will you-need $10,- 
0007’ the secretary of state inquires. 
“Why can’t you send on the custotner’s 
money as it is recéived, retaining the 
discount fot your profit?” 

“Tt ‘will néed the money to advertise 
thé business,” the would-be profioter 
promptiy repliés. “There would be 
thousands of catalogs to print and send 
out by mail, @fid other advertising 
features which Would take money.” 

“Oh! I se@ what you are driving at 
now,” Mr. Cook calfily responds. “You 
Want to gét othér people's money to 
fisk of & scheme, which, at best, is a 
hugé speculation, Thé profits, if there 
were any; Wold bé chiefl¥ yours, for 
you proposé to retain énough stock to

And this poor young man, like the 
rich young man of another story who 
would gain paradise without any risk 
or sacrifice on his own part, goes 
away sorrowful. 

The two promoters described above 
are of the type of those who sincerely 
believe in the schemes they are seek- 
ing to develop. Though their proposi- 
tions at best are a gamble, they have 
no intent to defraud. But there are 
others of a far different caliber. 


There is the insinuating fellow, who, 
knowing that his scheme is a fraud 
and doubting the final issue of his in- 
terview with the secretary of state, 
still trusts to the glibness of his 
tongue to get his proposition by the 
“blue sky” law. He will take Mr. 
Cook aside and, in tones that are hard- 
ly above a whisper, will depict ‘a plan 
of getting “easy” money that has all 
the roseate hues of the rainbow. Pos- 
sibly he imagines that, if he will only 
give a description of profits glowing 
enough, he can get the guardian of the 
“blue sky” law to take a block of stock 
himself, and then all would be smooth 
sailing. 


HE WANTED TO BRIBE 
CASHIERS OF BANKS. 


This type of rascals, Mr. Cook, mild- 
mannered though he is, has eome near 
on several occasions having booted out 
of his office. There was one man who 
was going to bribe the cashiers of 
banks with offers of stock to give him 
the names of their depositors whose 
notes would be good for various 
amounts, say from $100 to $2,000. Then 
the windy Wallingford would go out 
and sell these unsuspecting merchants 
and farmers, whose names had been 
furnished to him by their banker, 
scraps of his “blue sky,” taking their 
notes in payment, which he would im- 
mediately discount at a bank and fly 
to another field with his ill-gotten 
gains. 


“I hardly though myself that you 
would be willing to let that by,” the 
man said as he left Mr. Cook’s office, 
“but then, you know, there is. nothing 
like taking a chance.” 

There are promoters from other 
states who come in flocks and shoals 
with the same general type of propo- 
sition to develop. Of these by far the 
most numerous are the purveyors of 
stock in oil and gas wells to be bored 
in Oklahoma. Some of the more mod- 
est of them have been able to make 
out a pretty good case for themselves 
and few may even be approved by the 
Argus-eyed guardian of the “blue sky” 
law. But the majority are evidently 
tainted with the nature of the stuff in 
which they deal. At least that is how 
they have impressed the secretary of 
state. He has reached the conclusion 
that their tongues are “oily” and that 
they are offering to sell mostly “gas.” 

In answer to an inquiry as to why he 
did not offer to sell the stock ‘of his 


concern in his own state, one of thém 
said: 

“Well, it’s this way: Every man in 
Oklahoma who owns an acre of ground 
is looking for somebody with money 
to put up te bere a well on his own 
land. There is not money enough in 
the state to bore that many wells and 
we are compelled to go to other states 
to get it.”

Another who was asked why he did 
not go into the adjoining states of 
Kansas and Arkansas to promote his 
concern, instead of traveling 1,000 miles 
to Georgia with it, was frank enoukeh 
to admit that the terriblé “blue sky’’ 
laws kept him out of those states. 

There aré, as might be expected, a 
large number of men with mining 
schemes to promote. One is seeking 
capital to develop a silver mine in 
Idaho; another wishes to sell stock in 
a Missouri zinc mine; a third wishes to 
interest Georgians in a copper miné in 
Colorado. All havé prépared glowing 
prospectuses which promise quickly 
made fortunes to the investors of only 
a small capital. 

Knowing how many people have 
been swindled with plausible mining 
propositions, the secretary of state is 
not inclined to look with favor on this 
class of stocks. The percentage of 
successful mines whose stocks have 
been peddled about the country is so 
samll that Mr. Cook regards these 
schemes with almost the same degree 
of suspicion that he looks upon a set of 
loaded dice or a pack of marked cards. 
A mine promoter will have to make a 
mighty good showing for his concern 
before he can hope to get its stock on 
the market in Georgia this vear. 

Of course, by no means all of the 
applicants who apply to the secretary 
of state for licenses to sell stocks and 
bonds in Georgia are touting for crook- 
ed, or even doubtful, concerns. Those 
who show that they are doing busi- 
ness on a reasonably sound and honest 
basis have little difficuly in meeting 
the requirements which the adminis- 
trator of the law has laid down. It is 
recognized that there is an element of 
risk and speculation in every busienss 
venture, and it is distinctly understood 
that no guarantee of the state is be- 
hind thé securities, the sale of which 
she licenses. But patent frauds and 
schemes, involving an unfair or un- 
reasonable risk to the investor, will be 
proscribed @s long as Mr. Cook has 
supervision of the administration of 
the law. 


MORE STOCKS THAN 
CHARTER PROVIDED. 


It was in order that he might be bet- 
ter ableé to scrutinize the eood faith of 
concerns which are seeking to market 
their securities in this state that Mr. 
Cook required a detailed statement un- 
der oath showing assets and liabili- 
ties and their general financial condi- 
tions. This statement sometimes re- 


veals rather strange kinks in the meth- 
ods ‘of business concerns apparently 
sound. 

There was one foreign corporation 
which was found to have $700,000 of 
stock par value issued, when its char- 
ter, a certified copy of which was sub- 
mitted, gave it the right to issue only 
$500,000. 

“You will have to retire $200,000 of 
that stock somehow’ or other and show 
me that you are complying with your 
charter before I allow you to offer it 
for sale in Georgia.” was the verdict 
of the secretary of state on that con- 
cern. 

There are some, it is true, whom 
the sworn statement even does not 
reach, and who would not bobble an 
instant over so small a matter as per- 
jury. One man, when asked for a 
statement of the assets of the concern 
he represented, blandly inquired: 

“Well, what do you want me to 
make it?’ 

But this class are such simple frauds 
that there fs generally little difficetitr 
about deteeting them. There are a 
greater number, who, when presented 
with a statement that must be sworn 
to, silently take their departure with- 
ont offering any further explanation of 
the merits of their concerns. 

That the people of this state have 
been swindled out of millions of dol- 
lars in recent years by promoters of 
stocks and securities that are as in- 
tangible as to any real money value 
they represent as the blue sky above 
us is so evident as to require no proo’ 
Mr. Cook cites tha instancé of one 
machinery concern, supposed to have 
headquarters in Atlanta, which, by the 
way, he was never able to locate, that 
has palmed off on the people of Geor- 
gia in the last two years $200,000 in 
stock. Only last week a victim of 
these promoters was in Mr. Cook’s of- 
fice with a block of $15,000 of the stock 
which he offered to exchange for a 
postage stamp. 

This year the word had gone out 
through the press that the state of 
Georgia, more than any other section 
of the country, was prosperous. The 
gentle and insinuating grafters, who 
depend for a livelihood on the market 
for shady stocks and bonds, needed no 
further invitation than this. They gath- 
ered from the four points of the com- 
pass to camp on the trail of the pros- 
perous Georgian. Their scheme and 
devices for the capture of easy money 
were more than usually manifold. 

But they have found the Georgia 
“blue sky”’ law in the hands of Phil 
Cook a stone wall in their way, and 
never has pirate gang suffered a keen 
er disappointment. The thanks of all 
food Georgians are due not only to 
Mr. Cook, but also to Representative 
Wohlwender, of Muscogee, the intro- 
ducer of the law, and-Hugh M. Willet. 
of Atlanta, its author and most ener- 
getic advocate, for their foresight in 
getting such a law on the statute 
book at a time when.it was most espe- 
Cially needed,

the ‘text rather than upon the music, 
and, as he proceeds, he unconsciously 
finds himself learning words. With the 
aid of a piano accompanist harmonic 
values, disconances and rests be- 
come apparent. Then the role is 
carefully sung from beginning to end. 
For an hour or more daily it is alter- 
nately played and sung until the sub- 
conscious mind is so charged with the 
melodies, the harmonic structure and 
the text that the singer cannot forget 
them if he will. 

The opera soloist now has a fair con- 
ception of his task. The preliminary 
finishing has been done, and the score 
is put away for a time while other 
roles are studied or rehearsed. When 
the singer begins work anew, it is with 
a different viewpoint. New sugeges- 
tions come to him and he gains a firm- 
er conception of the role. And now 
for the final polishing. Effort is di- 
rected to making each detail perfect, 
and with a view of linking each mu- 
sical phrase with the oth. -« he sees 
that the joints are perfectly made and 
that there is a symmetrical whole. He 
is then ready to sing the role publicly. 

In recitative the singer’s prepared- 
ness is put to a strong test. Many 
lesser faults which may be disguised 
during an accompaniment of the ordi- 
nay type, or covered by it, becomes ap- 
parent in recitative, where fewer ac- 
companying notes are played. This 
declamatory style of sengz demands 
that the artist possess dramatic force 
and understand musical attack. It re- 
quires one to sin& with authority and 
the voice must stand upon its merits 
unembellisned and unaided. This au- 
thority {s the choice product of the 
school. the confidence and equanimity 
that is born of years’ study in founda- 
tion work. To be sure, tonal beauties 
are not always brought to bear in 
recitative, because the text frequently 
invites spoken or half-spoken words, 
but the fact that extra emphasis is al- 
most invariably placed tipon the text 
of the recitative increases rather than 
diminishes the responsibilities of the 
singer as directed to sheer musician- 
ship and tone production. 

It is the understanding of require- 
ments and the exigencies highest en- 
deavor in any artistic pursuit that 
best inspires the student to hard work. 
To know early of the standards estab- 
lished by renowned musicians encour- 
ages the talented beginner to do his 
best. Unfortunately there is a type of 
égotistical voung singer who looks at 
the superficial side of singing. To 
him the act of appearing in public and 
delivering a solo seems to consist prin- 
cipally of nerve. He reads of singers 
who suddenly appear in opera and coin 
success in big letters: of their antece- 
dents he hears little, and is persuaded

echievements, are often unwilling to 


‘spend time and money in broadening 


their musical knowledge, and hence

Many Are Too Vain. 


Musicians, above all others, must 
remember that nothing is worth doing 
at all that’ is not worth doing well. 


‘There is nothing more demoralizing to 


art and pitiable to real artists than the 
misdirected zeal of half-equipped sin- 
gers, who undertake important tasks 


iwhich they cannot fulfill. Unfor- 


tunately musicians are likely to_ be 
blind as to their actual worth, and if 
they are too egotistical and vain to 
ask the advice and judgment of recog- 
nized critics as to their comparative 
merits, they blunder along for years, 
living on misrepresentation, injuring 
their own reputations and the reputa- 
tions of others and proving stumbling 
blocks in the path of the whole musi- 
cal pilgrimage. 

To have an art upon which you can 
depend requires more than independent 
effort, introspective study and the de- 
velopment of vour own resources. An 
intelligent estimate of your own value 
can never be had without a Knowledge 
of standards. Listen to the voices of 
the best song interpreters, understand 
the part that intelligence plays in the 
artful presentation of fine poetry 
through the channels of song. Know 
the value of words, know good music 
when you see it and be able to dis- 
cover by a glance the cheap and the 
tawdry. 

One cannot learn to love the classics 
and to sing the best music so that it 
can be appreciated by listeners of every 
class unless one studies diligently the 
works of the masters. Do not be 
tempted by the glitter of tinsel or 
eater to the wants of the blissfully 
ignorant. 

I recall the pathetic case of a young 
German baritone who, unlike the most 
of his race, lacked thoroughness in 
preparation as well as veneration for 
high art music. Because of his beau- 
tiful, well-placed voice and pleasin 
appearance he won many friends an 
many engagements early in his career. 
A brilliant future was: predicted. Few 
of his contemporaries seemed 80 wholly 
gifted as himself, a fact of which he 
was sublimely conscious. 


A Musical Misfit. 


He came to this country with flowery 
worded press clippings which told of 
his HKuropean successes, and, appar- 
ently satisfied that he could command 
the interest and respect of Americans, 
he set @bout- to get business. During 
the first six months of his stay few 
engagements were booked for him, and 
when he had spent the sums which 
he had saved from earlier efforts, he 
realized that he was a musical misfit. 
He had neither the prestige sufficient 
for the first grade of concert and ora- 
torio singing, nor had he the reper- 
tory or liking for small, unpretentious 
engagements. He had counted on his 
ability to do big work, but when his 
first appearance in oratorio came, he 
was harshly criticised for a lack of 
depth and musicianship.

BARRED FROM THE ARMY 
FOR OPPOSING DUELLING 


Even “Religious Scruples” 
Were Unable to Save the 
German Liuetenant.

Berlin, January 17.—The case of 
Lieutenant von Brandenstein, of the 
Second guard regiment, who resigned 
his commission because he was op- 
posed to the principle of duelling, has 
brought assurance from the minister 
of war that hereafter religious sceru- 
ples will receive “ful} consideration” 
by military courts of honor tn mat- 
cers at issue between brother offi- 
cers. 

A bill against duelling is now be- 
fore a special Reichstag committee. to 
which a representative of the war de- 
partment has made the following re- 
seer on the unusual case of 
Srandenstein: 

‘The officer has lone heen a mem- 
ber of a religious Organization which 
takes the word of the sible as its 
suide in all matters, even those af- 
ectine the daily life. By reason of 
his membership von Brandenstein’s 
position in the army was peculiar 
One day he declared in the presence 
of his comrades that, In consonance 
with the principles of his organiza- 
tion, he could under no circumstances 
issue or accept a challenge to a duel 
because that would Violate the Sixth 
commandment. The matter came to 
the knowledge of the commanding of- 
ficer, who asked von Brandenstein 
whether the report was true. Von

ants attention to the fact that he bore 
a sword, commanded armed men and 
in certiin conditions, would be obliged 
to. make use of his weapon without 
awaiting the order of his superior of- 
ficer and without time to decide 
whether the employment of force was 
in accord with biblical law. Such coo” 
duct would betray a lack of decision 
and even a short hesitation might be 
full of consequences in war. No one 
wi such views could in
